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the public, has been prepared under the direction and 

authority of commiſſioners appointed for that purpoſe 
by two acts of the legiſlature of this iſland, paſſed in 1790 
and 1792, which will be found at length'n in their proper places 
in theſe volumes. 


T H E collection of the Jamaica laws now preſented to 


Proviſion having been made in the firſt of thoſe acts for- 
purchaſing the right of James Jones, eſquire, who had obtained 
an excluſive privilege to compile, print, and publiſh, the ſeveral 
laws which were paſled between the years 1769 and 1784, 
that object has been accompliſhed. This edition therefore 
comprehends all the laws now in force, from 1680, when the 
conſtitution of the colony was permanently eſtabliſhed, to the 
end of the ſeſſion of aſſembly which began the iſt and ended 

the gth day of May, 1792. 


That the commiſſioners might execute their duty with fide- 
lity, and at the ſame time that correct copies of all the ſub- 
ſiſting laws might be obtained with the leaſt poſſible expence 
to the public, they employed competent perſons to examine 
and compare the former printed copies with the original re- 

cords in the office of enrolments. Theſe perſons have deli - 
vered in the reſult of their examinations; and nothing can 
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more forcihly demonſtrate the neceſſity of a new and corrected 
compilation, than a ſurvey of the many groſs and monſtrous 
errors, not only of omiſſion, but of commiſſion and interpo- 
lation, which have been difcovered in the ſeveral preceding 
editions. To enumerate and ſtate them a//, were labour with- 
out end; and it is preſumed, that the following ſpecimen is 
abundantly ſufficient for the gratification of curioſity: Thus, 


In act No. 8, in the edition of 1756, being the Act for 
reſtraining privateers and pirates, which was paſſed in 1681, a 
whole clauſe, and part of another, are altogether omitted. 


In act 10, for regiſtering deeds and patents,” paſſed in 
the ſame year, the 17th clauſe, in the original record, is ex- 
preſſed in the following words: 


* Provided always, That this act, or any thing therein con- 
tained, ſhall not extend to contradict or alter any power given, 
or to be given, by the parent to any guardian or guardians, or 
to give liberty for the future to any guardian to leaſe out the. 
eſtate of any heireſs for any longer term or time, than till ſhe- 
{hall complete the age of fourteen years.“ 


This important clauſe in all the printed. copies ſtands thus:

to expreſs neither law nor common ſenſe. 
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In act 19, for eſtabliſhing courts, and directing the mar- 
ſhal's proceedings,” paſſed the ſame year, the words “ good 
of” are omitted in the form of the writ of venditioni exponas : 
theſe words conſtitute the very ſubje& of the levy. 


Is act 56, for regulating fees,” paſfed in 1717, there are 
blunders in almoſt. every line. A writ of ' injun#ion is denomi- 3 
nated a writ of inqui/ition ;- a writ of execution is called, in one 
place, a writ of exemprion 3 and in another part of the act (for 
preſerving uniformity in error) the provoſt-marſhal is allowed 
the ſum of ten ſhillings, beſides mile money,—not for executing 
certain writs, as directed by the original record, but for exempi- 
ing the party concerned from their operation, 


An error, ena perverting tlie ſenſe and meaning of the 
legiſlature, appears in act 117, paſſed in 1738. The deſign of 
this act was to re-velt in the crown certain lands which had not 
been ſettled; conformably to the conditions of the grant; but 
the printed copies, by. the: omiſſion of a very effential word; 

have generouſly: given back to the crown all lands whatever 
which were not at that time veſted in his majeſty. 


In act 127, paſſed in 1740, for preventing frauds and 
breaches of truſt by attornies or agents of perſons abſent from 
this iſland, Oc.“ ſuch an error is made in the form of the 
oath, in all the printed copies, as to render the law in a great 

meaſure nugatory, the deponent not being required either to 
name the proprietor or the property; whereas, in the original 
record, next to the word premiſes,” the word © of,” and a 
blank ſpace for the inſertion of. the conſtituent's name, imme- 
diately follow. The conſequence of this omiſſion has been, that 

a law of the utmoſt importance to the community, has conti- 
nued 
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nued utterly diſregarded, from a miſtaken idea of its ; ſuppoſed 
inadequacy: to its object. 


In act No. 7, (in the ſecond volume to the edition of 1756) 
« for dividing: the iſland into three counties,” paſſed in 1758, 
the law is ſaid to be enacted by the king's ſole authority. The 
enacting words in the printed copies are theſe: May it pleaſe 
your moſt excellent majeſty that it _ be enacted; and be it 
enacted by the authority of the-ſame;” thus omitting the go- 
vernor, council, and aſſembly, altogether, as having had no 
{hare- or participation in the buſineſs. 


The foregoing are not the errors and omiſſions of one edition 
only, but of a// ; one editor tranſcribing from another without 


examination or enquiry, and din new errors to thoſe of his: 
predeceſſors. 


Again: in the act eſtabliſhing a nightly guard for prevent 
ing crimes in Kingſton, paſſed in 1784, the very firſt offence 
in the liſt, as it ſtands in the record, and of the higheſt ma- 
lignity in itſelf, that of murder, is neglected to be mentioned! 


Such are a few of the many typographical errors in the pre- 
ceding editions of the Jamaica laws. There remain to be no- 
ticed errors of a: diffèrent nature, or clerical blunders in the 
record itſelf, which are very numerous, and are the more to be 
lacaented, as tlie commiſſioners do not conceive they are autho- 
r1zed to correct them. All that they have ventured to do is to 
diſtinguiſh the real text, as they underſtand it, by words printed 
in italic, immediately following thoſe words which are ſuppoſed 


to be erroneous in the record volumes: Thus, among other 
inſtances of verbal inaccuracy, we ſind

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In all the preceding editions it hath been the practice to 
diſtinguiſh the laws numerically, As there are upwards of fif- 
teen hundred acts recorded, and the number is annually in- 
creaſing, the commiſhoners have directed the printer of the 
preſent collection to depart from that practice, and to adopt the 
uſage of his majeity's law-printer in England, diftinguiſhing 
each act by the year of the king's reign in which it was paſſed, 
and dividing the: ſeveral acts of one and the ſame year into fo 
many diſtin& chapters. It is conceived, that this arrangement, 
while it contributes to the eaſe and conveniency of the public, 
will ſtamp ſome degree of dignity and importance on the laws 
themſelves; and its propriety is juſtified by its analogy to the 
conſtitution and practice of the colonial legiſlature in other 
caſes ; our general aſſembly, in its formation, mode of pro- 
cooilitiae and extent of juriſdiction within its own circle, aſh- 
milating itſelf, as nearly as circumſtances will admit, to the 
parliament of Great-Britain. 


Nothing 
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Nothing further ſeems neceſſary to be obſerved. The do- 
cuments which precede the laws are added, becauſe they 
throw great light on the early hiſtory of this iſland, and diſplay, 


from authentic materials, the origin of its preſent conſtitution. 


The two prefaces of Mr. Hanſon and Mr. Wood are.extremely 
ſcarce, and the diſſertations by Mr. Edwards and governor Lyt- 
telton are now for the firſt time given to the public,

ſhall reſide, upon the ſaid iſland; and that the ſame ſhall bee aſſigned and 
fett out by the governor and council within fix weekes next after notice

and diſcourage ſome from adventuring themfelves or their fortunes thither) I was de- 
fired by ſome perſons of quality, to give a more particular account thereof; in ob- 
ſervance of whoſe commands, and reſpect I bear the place, I promited my endea- 
vours, but muſt be very brief, for that the book is in the preſs ready to come forth ; 
wherein I may be the more excuſable, ſince a gentleman who has lived long in, and 
very well knows that flouriſhing country, hath here already given ſo good a deſcrip- 
tion of the iſland which (as he ſaith) was taken from the Spaniards, in the year 1655, 
and I may add in the ſeventh year of his now majeſties reign, who when he came to 
exerciſe his royal authority was pleaſed to own what his ſubjects had done (which was 
the ſame as if he had commiſſionated them), and among other his glorious titles de- 
ſcended to ſtile himſelf Lord of Jamaica, by whoſe ſpecial grace and favour we have 
hitherto all the laws and privileges of Engliſh men exerciſed and continued amongſt us 
there. Theſe acts now printed being only by-laws for better government of the plan- 
tation (which in ſome caſe requires different regulations from the kingdom of Eng- 
land, as ſome counties for ſtanneries, fens, &c. do here) and for raiſing ſuch necel- 
ſary cuſtoms as may defray the publick charge of that country, for all judges and juſ- 
tices in- Jamaica determine all pleas there according to the laws of England ; purſuant 
whereunto that iſland hath been govern'd, except ſome little variations for eaſe and 
benefit of a new ſettlement, as our proceedings being all in Engliſh, our pleading ge- 
neral iſſues, and giving ſpecial matters in evidence, our ſuits being more conciſe and 


far leſs chargeable than in England, the practice of our courts there much more plain 
| and 


H majeſty having been graciouſly pleaſed (with the advice of the lords: of 
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and intelligible. To begin with his majeſties ſupream court of 2 (ſo called) 
which hath the ſame juriſdiction with the kings-bench, common-pleas, and exchequer 
at Weſtminſter, and is held four times in the year as the terms in England, v:z. every 
laſt Tueſday in February, May, Auguſt and November, which continue each time 
about a week, and therein are firſt determin'd all pleas of the crown, then follow com- 
mon pleas, Sc. The judges of the court being commiſſion'd by his majeſty or his 
governours, are always five or ſeven, whereof no leſs than three can try any cauſe, 
and they conſiſt of the moſt conhderable gentlemen of the ifland both for parts and 
eſtates, and uſually the chief juſlice is one of the beſt quality, who hath practiſed and 
is well read in the laws of England; tho few of them are ſo learned as the judges here, 
yet they are men of the greateſt ſenſe and reaſon (whereon all law is or ſhould be 
grounded). This court is not burthen'd with many officers, for one called the 
clerk of the grand court is prothonotary cuſtos brevium, Sc. Nor do we trouble 
our ſelves with many forts of writs, as or:g:nals, capias, alias, or pluries, very rarely 
or never arreſting any perſon of known reſidence, only ſend him a ſummons to appear 
ext court, and that he may come provided, a copy of the declaration 1s always left 
with the ſummons, which being ſerved eight days at leaſt before the court, the defen- 
dant is bound to appear, plead, joyn iſſue, and come to tryal the very next court, or 
judgment will paſs by default, no imparlance being allowed without {ſpecial cauſe as 
on oath that he hath material witneſſes, and hath endeavoured but cannot ſubpzna 
them. In tryals we have not ſeveral ven:re's nor a particular jury for every cauſe, 
unlels in ſome ſpecial matter of great import, but by a general venire the marſhal pre- 
pares enough for four or five ſets of jurors, not knowing what iſſues they are to try, 
(which prevents packing or partial returns) who are impannel'd in court, and put 
upon the crown fide, or common pleas, in ſuch cauſes as the judges extempore direct. 
And the ſame jury uſual tries ſix or more at a time, as the court thinks their memory 
may well bear, for help whereof ſome of them take notes; alſo they are permitted to 
take with them the record it ſelf, with all papers or deeds proved in court, moſt of our 
actions there being plain matters of debt or accompt, and ſome few ejettments, writs 
of dower, partition, Sc. The jurors indorſe their verdict on each record, which is 
deliver'd in court to the clerk, who of courſe enters judgment unleſs it be arreſted, 
which every one may move the laſt day of the court, but is rarely granted without 
very {pecial cauſe preſently made appear; but if ſuch motions are ever favoured, it 1s 
in exceſſive damages on action of ſlander or frivolous treſpaſſes, which are uſually diſ- 
countenanced, We are not intreagu'd with dilatory writs of inquiry, but when any 
judgment is confeſs'd or paſſeth by nl dicit in caſe, &c. the next jury happening to be 
trying iſſues in court, take the record and aſſeſs damages preſently. And for eaſe of thoſe 
who live by their labour to prevent unneceſlary attendance and expences, all actions 
depending that court or term are called and try'd alphabetically beginning with the plain- 
tiffs names; ſo all parties, witneſſes, &c. may gueſs on what day ſuch a letter may come 
on, and accordingly give their attendance. Fourteen days after 'the beginning of the 
court execution iſſues, for which we have but one writ comprehending both a fier: fac. 
and capias ad ſat. (viz.) to levy the debt and coſts of the defendants goods, or if he 
have none, then to take his body; but becauſe no general imparlance is allowed before, 
we in a manner give one after judgment : for that no man may be ruined by haſty ſurpri 7 
an 
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and ſale of his goods, the ſame after ſeizure in execution may be returned, but muſt 
be left in the defendants hands to diſpoſe to moſt advantage (if he end not with the 
plaintiff) ſo as to bring the money into next court, wherein if he fails, then a vendi- 
tioni exponas iſſues to the marſhal to ſell them or any other goods or take his body: 
before or after which the defendant is at liberty to bring his writ of error, returnable 
before the governour and council, though it is very rarely pratiiled, ſuch writs meet- 
ing with very little encouragement in juſt debts. His majeſty hath alſo conſtituted in 
this iſland a court of chancery, wherein the governour himlelt always fits as chancellour, 
aſſiſted by ſeveral diſcreet gentlemen of eminency as maſters, where cauſes are ſpeedily 
determined without thoſe delays and expences uſed in England. There are alſo in 
every pariſh or county, monthly courts erected for tryal of all actions under twenty 
pounds, or ad infinitum, with a juſticies out of chancery, which the governour can— 
tiouſly grants on ſpecial occaſions. Of judgments in thele courts writs of error lie 
returnable at the ſupream court, but rarely brought for reaſon aforeſaid. Then every 
juſtice of peace (beſides the authority of a-juſlice in England) hath power of holding 
a court of conſcience for all matters not exceeding forty ſhillings value. The guarter 
ſeſhons are alſo held in each pariſh or county after the manner of England, and there 
is a court of ad miralty at the town of Port-Royal for tryal of piracy and deciding other 
maritime affairs, from whence we have the liberty of appealing to the governour there, 
or to his majeſty in council here for redreſs. The governour alſo hath power (as or- 
dinary of the dioceſs) for probate of wills, granting adminiſtrations, and determining 
all controverſies. concerning the ſame; but eccleſiaſtical or ſpiritual courts are not yet 
known in this iſland, nor are purchaſers here incumbred with bad titles, for that re- 
giſter (ſo much wiſhed for in England) is here eſtabliſhed, where all conveyances be- 
ing acknowledged are to be enroll'd within three months, if the cogniſors inhabit there; 
but if any perſons, feme coverts or others reſiding in England, and niteretted in any 
lands or plantations there ſhall deſire to diſpoſe of the fame here, they muſt ſeal and 
deliver their deeds before two or more credible perſons going for Jamaica, who atteſting 
the ſame before a judge there, the ſame may be enroll'd in fix months, and ſhall be as 
valid in law, as if done by fine, recovery or otherwiſe. In which caſe I ſhould ad- 
vice the purchaſer to take by way of leaſe and releaſe, and to have two parts at leaſt 
of each, with covenants for farther aſſurance, Sc. that if one part happen to miſcarry, 
he may require another, yet ſo as always to keep one here, leaſt any breach of cove- 
nants ſhould happen. And fince this public regiſter or office of enrolments is found 
of ſuch general uſe, that no purchaſer or lender of money can be deccived in his title, 
it may not be unſeaſonable (for advancement of our plantation trade, and conſequently 
enriching our native country of England, the great receptacle of all our wealth) to en- 
courage monied men, (who expoſe it here at four and five per cent. yet cannot get ſa- 
tisfactory ſecurity) to adventure ſome of it for Jamaica, where they may have unqueſ- 
tionable ſecurity, by men of viſible eſtates, or good mortgages, for neither perſons nor 
eſtates can be there incumbred, but they muſt be diſcovered either by the aforeſaid re- 
gilter or report of their neighbours, who generally more intimately know and better 
obſerve each others affairs than they can in England. Nor was it ever known that 
any mortgage hath been defeated or title proved defective where compared and agree- 
ing with the regiſter, ſo that any perſons having monies here to put out, may remit 
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the ſame to Jamaica by bills of exchange at twenty per cent. or in commodities (by 
advice of merchants here) at forty or fifty per cent. or more advance, and lend the 
ſame at ten per cent. running only (in commodities) the riſque of the fea, which alſo 
is lo inconſiderable, that it may be enſured for! about two per cent. But when they 
recal their monies they may expect fifteen or twenty per cent. loſs on their returns, 
though ſometimes they gain alſo back; which loſs when it happens may be attributed 
to the difference of our coyns here and there, Jamaica money being about one fifth 
more in value there than it will yield in England. And ſuch adventurers have this 
farther encouragement, that all real ſecurities there are meliorated (being certainly im- 
provable) the longer they continue planted, whereas lands here uſually decreaſe in va- 
lue. It might allo turn to much greater advantage than the beft way of employing 
money in England to purchale plantations there, - many good penniworths frequently 
4 olfering, as may be found by inquiry here of ſuch as have eſtates there, though uſually 
Cl thoſe that have leaſt do moſt undervalue the place: for if Jamaica lie under any ill 
1 character, ſhe owes it to ſome few prodigals who having riotouſly conſumed that little 
t they carried thither, and being through ignorance or lazineſs incapable of any im- 
. ploy, come home and rail againſt the country, to juſtify their unprofitable voyage 
4 and return. There is allo another imputation on Jamaica, viz. the difficulty of get- 
i ting due returns and recovery of juſt debts. To the firlt it hath uſually more noiſe 
than ſubſtance, for many men of declining fortunes, to deceive their creditors, or 
otherwiſe, boaſt of great concerns there, and diſappointments by their factors and 
agents, Sc. when really they have little or nothing in the iſland, for if they had, 
the law is open and much more cheap and expeditious remedies to be uſed there than 
in England; though indeed as to the ſecond ſome have herein met with obſtructions, 
partly occaſioned by a former law indulging all new comers for five years againſt pro- 
ſecutions for foreign debts: but that being now thought a diſparagement to ſo popu- 
lous and opulent a colony, was diſliked by the lords committees and is not confirm'd: 
other inconveniencies ſome have met with for want of due information how to draw 
their proofs and procurations: I would not encourage any litigious ſuits, but for in- 
ſtruction of honeſt creditors againſt able debtors, I ſhould preſcribe this method, that 
all letters of attorney be atteſted by perſons going thither, who may prove the ſame 
vida voce, which being recorded there, is good though witneſſes die or return, whereas 
perſons uſually ſend procurations under corporation ſeals, which are not there admit- 
ted for that better proofs may be eaſily had as aforeſaid; but ſuch cannot always be 
found for debt: in ſuch cale the Jaw there is fo favourable to admit depoſitions atteſted 
under the ſeal of the city of London or other corporations, but then the plaintiff would 
do well to give due credit on oath for what he hath received, or elle the defendant 
may have juſt occaſion (with ſecurity) to delay him by injunction till he anſwer his 
bill in chancery : or if the debt accrues by ſpecialtic, the original bond itſelf muſt go 
over, it being unreaſonable to recover againſt any man on a copy, yet the bond itſelf 
lie out againſt him; nor can indorſments nor truth ſo well appear unleſs produced in 
court. If any bill of exchange be drawn from Jamaica, which will not be paid here, 
one of the original bills muſt go back doubly proteſted, as well for non acceptance as 
for non payment, and in miſtaking theſe or ſuch like meaſures ( grounded upon law and 
reaſon) many have been baffled or delayed, and then cauſleſly reflect on the juſtice 
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of the iſland. This is what occurs at preſent about our temporal laws. I may alſo 
add that the people are generally of the church of England, and I am confident, in 
no part of the king's dominions hath his majeſty more truly loyal ſubjects for the num- 
ber of its inhabitants, than are in Jamaica: we have very few papiſts or ſectaries, for 
neither jeſuits or non-conformiſt parſons do or can live among us; ſome few have 
attempted, but never could gain proſelytes enough to afford them ſuſtenance (though 
all except papiſts may freely exerciſe what religion they pleaſe without diſturbance } 
but for able orthodox divines there is fo great encouragement, that it's to be admired 
ſo many can content themſelves with ſuch mean or no benefices in England, when 
they may ſo comfortable ſubſiſt in Jamaica, for that they are certainly provided for by 
an act intitled, . For Mazntainance of Min:fters, which ſee in this book folio 77. Be- 
des which allowances, in moſt pariſhes the contingencies by voluntary preſents for 
chriſtenings, marriages, buryings, and otherwiſe with houſes, taking boarders, {chool- 
ing, &c. make conhderable additions. So that they may live comfortably and lay up, 
vituals being as plentiful and of the ſame forts for butchers meat, tame and wild fowl, 
fiſh, bread, Sc. (with more variety) as in England, with this difference that we have 
green peas, beans, cherries, aſparagus, muſk and water mellons, pines, grapes, oranges, 
pumgranats, citrons, lemons and hundreds of ſeveral other forts of fruits in ſeaſon all 
the year long. But ſome are apt to object the hazard of the voyage, and unhealthineſs 
of the place; as to the firſt, it's as ſafe going to Jamaica as to go in a wherry on the 
river Thames, where more boats are caſt away in proportion than ſhips going for that 
iſland, for we ſoon come into a trade wind and prelently ſail before it, almoſt con- 
ſtantly blowing from eaſt to welt, that is, from England to Jamaica; it being rarely 
known that any veſſels miſcarry going thither. And this is evident enough, if we con- 
ſider the common rate of enſurers at two per cent. who are men of foreſight and expe- 
rience, never propoſing leſs than doubling their money, which they cannot do if but 
one [hip in an hundred miſcarry, yet that doth not happen in time of peace. Then as 
to the unhealthineſs of the climate, there are ſome who never were abroad think all 


places beyond ſea much alike, fo that having heard of ſickneſs and ſeaſonings for new - 


comers in places lately ſettled, they are apt to impute it without any reaſon to Jamaica, 
the air being always ſerene and weather conſtantly temperate, though uſually .reputed 
very hot, yet it's only ſo comparatively in reſpect of theſe northern climates, being 
with us always ſummer as if every month were June. I have obſerved and can expe- 
mentally afhrm for twelve years laſt paſt, Jamaica to be as healthful a place as any 
part of England, for ſober temperate perſons, who have command of themſelves, eſpe- 
cially at firſt arrival, and can moderately drink one third wine with two thirds water ; 
but on the other ſide I think it as pernicious a place to debauch in, as any in the 
world; and this ſo neceſſary vertue of ſobriety being more habitual in the other ſex, 
makes the place far leſs fatal to them than men, whereof uſually ten dye in proportion 
for one woman, as appears by the yearly bills of mortality on Port-Royal (which is 


the London of Jamaica) and it is not extraordinary, if we allo conſider the nature of 


the climate (as it really is) moſt propitious to childbearing women, who are not ſo ſub- 
ject to miſcarriages, diſtempers, pains or difhculties before at or after delivery, as they 
are in England, for being always ſummer, there is no danger of catching colds, nor 
nced of fires in their chambers, no rooms there having any chimnies except the kitchen 
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which is uſually apart from the dwelling houſe, In Jamaica, the women after childbed 
are ſtrong and luſty at three days end, and about houſe again in a week; nay ſome 
negroe women are at work in the field the ſame or next day. I have been often queſ- 
tioned about the natives of our iſland, Whether they were not a terror to us, Sc. It 
may not therefore be impertinent to declare that Jamaica 1s wholly inhabited with Eng- 
liſh, who found none there but Spaniards, which were ſoon beaten off, and are long 
ſince in battle or by flight extirpated, though perhaps it was formerly very populous 
with Indians, but thoſe were deſtroyed by the Spaniards, ſo that we have no natives at 
preſent but children of the Engliſh, or their negro flaves (which are imported thither 
as merchandize from Guiney and other parts of Africa) of whom we are in no ſuch 
fear or danger as in leſſer iſlands. But Jamaica is of too vaſt an extent for any ſuch 
ſurprize, being in many places divided with mountains of difficult acceſs, and great 
rivers not paſſable but by boats or ferries, which dare carry no negroes without a 
written ticket or licence from their maſter or overſeer. And if any ſlave be found 
wandring out of his maſters plantation, any perſon may feize and carry him to his 
owner or next officer, and receive a certain reward. By which and other expedient 
methods it's ſafer living or travelling in Jamaica than England, we having rarely any 
houle-breaking or robbery for want of receivers, moſt perſons there generally knowing 
each other as they do in country cities here. Though there are few inns for travellers, 
yet they are better and cheaper accommodated at planters houſes, who are generally 
very hoſpitable and are conveniently diſperſed over the whole iſland, for all Jamaica 
is ſettled by the Engliſh from one end to the other, though in ſome places more thin 
than others. The houſes indeed are not ſo cloſe as in ſome parts of England, yet 
uſually the plantations are contiguous, for. a great ſugar work requires fome hundreds 
of acres for canes, wood, proviſions, paſture, &c. yet moſt of the planters are forward 
enough to {pare ſome of it to a good neighbour on reaſonable terms. The wood-lands 
are commonly cleared and uſed for planting, but there are vaſt even meadows called 
ſavannas, for grazing of horles, cattle, ſheep, &c. which we never cut or make any 
hay of, having graſs all the year long, though ſometimes a little too much dry'd or 
{corched by the ſun, when many purpoſely ſet it on fire, the aſhes whereof manure 
and improve the ground againſt another crop, which will ſuddenly fpring again with 
the next gentle ſhowers, or without by the great dews which there fall in the night, and 
in the mean time the cattle retire to other paſtures in ſhady woods or lower marſhes; 
it is alſo obſervable that our horles are generally ſwift, but few or none of them ſhod, 
yet will gallop the moſt ſtony way, and climb ſteep rocks like goats, nor are they 
troubled with near ſo many diſtempers as horſes in England, it being common (though 
never ſo hot or hard ridden) to turn them preſently grazing; but the horſes are uſually 
of ſo ſmall a breed, that all gentlemens coaches (which are there very numerous) go 
with fix horſes apiece; . we have allo ſeveral hackney coaches. The manner of living 
there for gallantry, good houſckeepings and recreations (as horſe-races, bowls, dancing, 
muſick, plays at a public theatre, &c.) ſufficiently demonſtrate the flouriſhing condi- 
tion of the iſland, yearly increaſing as well in number of inhabitants as in wealth and 
penty, being molt commodiouſly ſeated in the midſt of the Spaniards, ſo that we drain 
tie benefits of their gold and filver mines without their labour and expences. The 
town of Port-Royal, being as it were the ſtore-houſe or treaſury of the Weſt-Indies, 
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is always like a continual mart or fair, where all ſorts of choice merchandizes are daily 
imported, not only to furniſh the iſland, but vaſt quantities are thence again tranſported 
to ſupply the Spaniards, Indians, and other nations, Who in exchange return us bars 
and cakes of gold, wedges and pigs of ſilver, piſtols, pieces of eight, and ſeveral 
other coyns of both mettles, with ſtore of wrought plate, jewels, rich pearl necklaces, 
and of pearl unſorted or unduil'd ſeveral buſhels; beſides which, we are furniſhed 
with the pureſt and moſt fine ſorts of duſt gold from Guiney, by the negroe ſhips, 
who firſt come to Jamaica to deliver their blacks, and there uſually refit and ſay to 
reload three or four months; in which time (though the companies gold may be partly 
ſent home) yet the merchants, maſters of ſhips, and almoſt every mariner (having pri- 
vate cargoes) take occaſion to fell or exchange great quantities; ſome of which our 
goldſmiths there work up, who being yet but few grow very wealthy, for almoſt every 
houſe hath a rich cupboard of plate, which they careleſly expoſe, ſcarce ſhutting their 
doors in the night, being in no apprehenſion of thieves for want of receivers as afore- 
ſaid. And whereas moſt other plantations ever did and now do keep their accounts 
in ſugar, or the. proper commodities of the place, for want of money, it is otherwile 
in Jamaica, for in Port-Royal there 1s more plenty of running caſh (proportionably to 
the number of its inhabitants) than is in London, which (among other worthy acts) we 
chiefly owe to the provident care of his excellency fir Thomas Lynch our preſent and 
former governour, who about ten years ago (by adviſe of his majeſties council there) 
raiſed the value of our current coyns about one fifth more than they will yield in any 
other part of Chriſtendom, ſo that none care to carry money off but bring great quan- 
tities thither, which occaſions the daily increaſe of our ſugar-works and other profitable 
plantations, and gives great encouragement to the gentlemen planters in other adjacent 
iſlands and plantations to remove and ſettle amongſt us, being there obliged to uſe 
traſh and ſea-coals to boyl their ſugar (which renders it not ſo good as when made 
with quick wood fires, nor are they here at ſo great charge for horſes and cattle to do 
their wark, nor pent up in {uch narrow plantations for want of land as in thoſe ſmall 
iſlands, nor ſubject to many other inconveniencies incident to little countries and ſmall 
numbers of people; this iſland of Jamaica being very capacious, and ſupply'd both 
from abroad and in itſelf with great plenty of all things neceſſary, 
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the crown, and now in force; for the better ſatisfaction of any that may in- 


cline to remove themſelves to that iſland; I thought it incumbent on me to 
give tac following account of the country. 


H «= undertook printing all the laws of Jamaica, which are confirmed by 


The iſland of Jamaica is diſtant from Hiſpaniola, weſt, about twenty-five leagues; 
from the great iſland of Cuba twenty-f1x leagues; and the main land of America and 
Carthagena, about one hundred and fifty leagues. It fell firſt into the poſſeſſion of 
the Engliſh in the year 1655. The middle of it is ſituated neareſt in 17 degrees, 40 
minutes of north Jatitude ; ſo that their longeſt day from ſun-rifing to ſun-ſetting is 
thirteen hours four minutes, and their ſaorteſt ten hours fifty-ſix minutes: the differ- 
ence of longitude from the meridian of London, to the meridian which paſſes over 
Port-Royal, is 78 degrees, 45 minutes weſtward, which cauſes five hours fifteen mi- 


nutes difference in time; ſo that when it is noon-day there, it 1s a quarter of an hour 
paſt five in the afternoon in London. 


The length of the iſland lies neareſt eaſt and weſt, and is accounted to be 180 miles, 
and the breadth, in the broadeſt part of it, 45 miles; fo that its figure is neareſt an 
oval. I. hes under that which is called the torrid-zone, nevertheleſs the air is mode- 
rately temperate, occaſioned by the long abſence of the fun every night, by the ſtrong 
eaſterly breezes, which generally blow from eight or nine in the morning to four or 
five in the afternoon, and by the land-wind, which is a ſmall cool breeze that comes 
off the ſhore from all parts of the iſland in the evening, and blows gently all night; 
the nights are for the moſt part fair, and not a cloud to be ſeen in the ſky; fo that by 
their clearneſs and coolnels they are exceeding pleaſant; the day-time is much more 
hot and troubleſome, by reaſon of the fun and the ſea-winds, which moſt days blow 
very hard. If the weather be ſuch as is accounted ſeaſonable, it commonly rains a 
ſhower in the inland parts under the mountains more or leſs every day, about one or 
two a clock, ſrom the beginning of April to the beginning of December, with a little 
thunder and lightning; and this makes the iſland fertile, eſpecially if accompanied

with thoſe they call the general ſeaſons, which are commonly great rains in May and 
October, that continue night and day with ſmall intermiſhon for three or four, and 
ſometimes eight or ten days together; but theſe failing, as ſometimes they do, 1s pre- 
judicial to all things in the country: the reſt of the year is for the moſt part very fair 
and delicate weather, without much rain, thunder or lightning. There are earthquakes, 
ſometimes two or three in a year; but ſo moderate that they are over before one can 
be well ſenſible what they are, and were never known ſo violent as to do any harm, 
but in the year 1692. » 


The middle parts of the iſland are very full of mountains, which towards the eaſt 
end of it are ſo high, that they are not habitable: theſe mountains are for the moſt 
part cover'd with large timber trees, of divers ſorts of wood, fit for building and ſe- 
veral other uſcs, as well as bearing many ſorts of fruits, which maintain great plenty 
of pidgeons, doves, parrots, and other kind of birds, and alſo wild hogs, all very 
good for food. Betwixt theſe mountains run many rivers, ſeveral whereot by the ac- 
quiſition of divers of the ſmaller rivulets become large, but few navigable, by reaſon 
they are for the moſt part barred in their falling into the ſea, and many of them fink- 
ing in the ground (when they come into the low-lands) before they can reach thither : 
the rivers are well ſtored with fiſh, ſome ſuch as are in England, and others ſtrangers 
to the Engliſh climate, but very good to eat; the ſea about the iſland plentifully af- 


fords fiſh of many ſorts, very good, and likewiſe abounds with tortoiſe and manatee, 
both pleaſant and delicious food. 


The low-lands, and plain grounds, near or under the mountains, as well as in many 
parts upon or within them, are where the people generally inhabit ; there are level 
tracts of ſeveral milcs in length and breadth, like our meadows full of graſs, called 
ſavanna's, (a name retained from the Spaniards) in theſe are bred great plenty of cattle, 
ſheep, horſes, aſſes and mules, ſufficient both for food and ſervice: there are alſo in 
the country great flocks of hogs, turkeys, hens, geeſe, ducks, pidgeons, rabbits and 
divers kind of wild. fowl; and likewiſe ſufficient ſtock of all forts of garden herbs and 
roots, pulſe and fallads; many excellent fruits, ſome known in England, as grapes, 
lemons, oranges, citrons, pomegranats and mulkmelons, and ethers proper to that 
country, as the celebrated pine, ſhaddocks, &c. That which makes the fruits of 
the more uſe and beauty, and the country thereby the more pleaſant, is, that they (as 
well as the leaves on all the trees) continue all the year, there being no winter or de- 
cay, but a continual ſpring on ſeveral ſeaſonable ſhowers of rain; fo that there is no- 
thing wanting in this iſland, for a neceſſary, plentiful, or a delicate way of living. 


The towns in the iſland, are only St. Jago de la Vega, Port-Royal and Kirgſton. 
The firſt is in the inland part of the country, and ſeated near the banks o a fire r. er 
on one fide, and on the other is a large plain or ſavanna of ſeveral mi es extent; it is 
about fix miles by land ſrom the harbour that Port-Royal and Kinęſten lye upon: it 
has many fair houſes, and a conſiderable inland trade: it is alſo the ſeat of gOVern= 
ment, where are held the chief courts of juſtice, the aſſemblies meet, and all the re- 
cords of the iſland are kept. 
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The town of Port-Royal, formerly much larger and very populous, is built on a 
key, which before the (great earthquake joyned to an iſthmus of land that divides the 
ſea and the harbour of Kingſton ; the ground it ſtands on is about twenty acres, and 
cannot be enlarged otherwile than by what with great labour and charge can be gained 
from the ſea, with which it is encompats'd; for the defence of this town and its harbour 
are two forts, and a line of- guns, one of the forts is mounted with upwards of one 
hundred great guns. | 


Within the harbour, and about fix miles from the town of Port-Royal, lyes the town 
ol Kingſton; firſt laid out, and partly ſettled after the great earthquake, on the fire of 
Port-Royal in the year 1702, whither reſorted the moſt conſiderable traders. and trading 
ſort of people: and it is now become greatly encreaſed, in houles, ſtore-houſes, wharts, 
and other conveniencies for trade and buſineſs; ſo that *tis by much the largeſt town 
in the iſland; and if the iſland ſhall encreaſe in people and new ſettlements, (the con- 
ſequences of trade and riches) it is likely to be much the faireſt town in all the Indies, 
for tis moſt commodiouſly laid out, happily and beautifully ſituated, has many ſpa- 
cious houſes in it, and more are daily building, is the reſidence of the greateſt merchants a 
and traders, and has reſorting to it moſt of the ſhips or veſſels that come to the iſland, 
and in it is managed the chicfeſt part of the trade of Jamaica. 
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To theſe towns belong a conſiderable number of ſloops, which find very good em- 
ployment, in trading and carrying goods about the iſland, or to the main of New- 
Spain, Cuba, &c. or in catching of tortoiſe, manatee, Sc. And beſides the harbours 
of Port-Royal and Kingſton, this illand has many convenient ones; as alſo ſeveral 
bays and roads; particularly ſeven leagues to the weſtward of Port-Royal is a good 
and ſafe harbour for ſhipping, called O!d-Harbour; and more weſterly is Carliſle- 
Bay, a ſafe road; at the weſt end is Blewhelds-Bay, and other good roads; and the 
like is alſo in the pariſhes of St. James, St. Anne's, St. Mary's, on the north ſide of 
the iſland; and in the pariſh of St. George's, the north-eaſt part, is Port-Antonio, a 
ſafe and good harbour, and ſuch another on the ſouth-eaſt part called Port: Morant, 
beſides other good bays, as Morant, Yellows, Sc. fo that there is no want of conveni- 
encies for the importation or exportation of any goods, or the lading or unlading of 
ſhips or veſlels in any part of the country.

The chiefeſt commodity that this iſland produces or makes, is a fort of muſcovado 
ſugar, excelling any that is made in any other of the Britiſh plantations : it alſo pro- 
duces indigo, -cotton, ginger, pimento and other commodities, and affords divers ſorts 
of dying, and other woods, fit for cabinets, tables, Sc. And by the trade with the 
Spaniards are brought into it pieces of eight, gold, pearl, emeralds, cochineal, caſta- 
rilla or jeſuits bark, ſarſaparilla, cocoa, hides, and other commodities, beſides logwood, 
from the bays of Campeachea and Hunduras. 


The king is ſovereign lord of this iſland, and in writs, commiſſions, grants, Sc. is 
ſtiled king of Great-Britain, lord of Jamaica, 
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After the reſtoration of king Charles the ſecond, this iſland was put under a civil 
government; and ſince that time has been divided into ſeventeen pariſhes, and they 
into ten provinces or precincts, for its more regular government in civil and military 


affairs. 


The government is conſtituted by a charter or commiſſion under the great ſeal of 
England, which on change of governours is always publiſhed, and afterwards recorded, 
that it may be ſeen by all: it contains the powers granted to the governours and the 
royal conceſſions to the people, as calling aflemblies, aliimulating their laws to thoſe of 


England, Se. 


The governour commands during the pleaſure of the crown, and has no ſallary but 
what is paid.in the iſland, without donatives or preſents from aſſemblies, Sc. under 
the title of captain- general, and chief governour, or licutenant-governor and com- 
mander in chief; and in him is veſted by the crown all power, civil, eccleſiaſtical or 
military, which he is to diſcharge according to the laws, and thoſe powers and inſtruc— 
tions he receives from the crown, and with the advice of the council. On the gover- 
nour's death or abſence, the council govern, and the firlt councillor preſides till his 
majeſty's pleaſure be declared therein. 


The council generally conſiſts of about twelve, appointed by the crown; they in- 
ſpect the revenue and give orders for the iſſuing it out, and adviſe in matters relating 
to the government. They think themſelves limited by the law, like the lords of the 
council in England, ſo meddle not with property, unlels it comes by writ of error ju- 
dicially before them, which ſeldom happens: as the governour repreſents the king, fo 
the council do the houſe of lords; for by the commiſſion and inſtructions they are 
joyned with the governour and aſſembly, in making and repealing all laws, &c. 

The aſſembly conſiſts of thirty-ſeven, that is, three for each of the pariſhes of St. 
Catherine's, (in which is St. Jago de la Vega) Port-Royal, and Kingſton ; and two 
for each of the pariſhes of St. Thomas, St. David's, St. Andrew's, St. Thomas in the 
Vale, St. Dorothy's, Clarendon, Vere, St. Elizabeth's, St. James's, St. Ann's, St. 
Mary's, St. John's, St. George and Weſtmorland ; and are choſen indifferently by the 
freeholders of the ſeveral pariſhes, by virtue of writs iſſued out of chancery under the 
great ſeal of the ifland, directed to the provoit-marſhal, who ſignifies the time and place 
of election; there indents, and afterwards makes a return, Sc. Al the methods and 
proceedings of aſſemblies are conformable to thoſe of the parliament of England; the 
governour has a negative, and can prorogue, dillolve, or adjourn, The laws made are 
generally municipal, proper only for the iſland, and are in force until rejected, or for 
what term the crown pleaſes, as may appear by the manner of paſling the firſt laws. 


The king, in Jamaica, (as in England) is head of the church; the governonr, as his 
ſubſtitute or chancellor, has the gift of all benefices, none of which are worth leſs than 
100/. and ſome are worth more than 400. per annum. The clergy have inſtitution 
and induction, by an inſtrument under the great-ſeal of the iſland, and have clerks, 
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keep regiſters of marriages, chriſtnings, funerals, &c. In the ſeveral pariſhes, there are 
churchwardens and veſtries, of which the miniſter is ro be one; ani 1'fo ſurveyors of 


highways, Sc. after the manner of England, and as the laws of the iſland direct. 


Eccleſiaſtical mulctuary laws are not of force in Jamaica ; for the crown conſidering 
this as a large and fertile iſland, to draw people to it, did permit liberty of conſcience, 
which has as well been confirmed by laws, as by the ſeveral inſtructions to the gover- 
nours: and all foreigners, upon taking the oath of allegiance, may demand a patent of 
naturalization, which ſhall enfranchiſe them as native inhabitants. 


This iſland has not only been honoured by the crown with arms, and a publick broad- 
ſeal ; but with a large gilt mace, which 1s carried before the governour on ſolemn occa- 
ſions, and makes the government appear more great and formal. 


The governours (by a clauſe in their commiſſion) are appointed chancellors, whoſe 
fees amount to little : the chancellor has a clerk under him, called regiſter or clerk of 
the patents, and two or more maſters of chancery, that on occaſion fit with him, and 
adminiſter oaths to commiſſions, anſwers, Sc. This court fit every third Monday ia 
the month, and ſeldom above three or four hours. 


The governour is not only chancellor, but likewiſe the biſhop's ordinary and judge 
of the prerogative court, and in this all governours have been exceeding careful; he 
ſecretary of the iſland has this office : the wills are proved before the governours, as 
judge; if no will, adminiſtration is granted to the next of kin, or greateſt creditor; and 
both executors and adminiſtrators give ſecurity and take an oath to bring, in a time li- 
mited, an inventory into this office, and to adminiſter faithfully, Oc. 


Another office the governour is inveſted with is, that of vice-admiral; by virtue of 
which he conſtitutes an admiralty- court, with judge, regiſter, marſhal, proctors, Sc. that 
proceed according to the civil and maritime laws practiſed in England and Europe. 

The governour is not only vice-admiral, but generally has a commiſſion, or orders, 
(when no admiral is preſent) to command the ſhips of war that are for the guard of 
the iſland, and can grant commiſſions of war againſt an enemy, pirates, &c. 


The militia in this iſland is commanded by the governour, according to the act of 
militia, who. are empowered to make colonels and other officers, who are to train and 
diſcipline their reſpective men, and take care that they keep good arms, well fix'd, and 
ſufficient ſtores of ammunition always by them; and are divided into ten regiments of 
foot, and as many troops of horſe that make one regiment: and for the defence of the 
iſland, every man from ſixteen to ſixty, is obliged, in fix weeks aſter arrival, with intent 
to ſettle there, to lift himſelf in what company of foot or horſe he pleaſes; but having 
liſted himſelf, he 1s not to remove at pleaſure, except he goes to dwell in ſome other 
pariſh of the country, and then he mull liſt himſelf in that regiment or troop where he 
goes to reſide. At Port-Royal, is a captain of the forts, commiſſion'd by the gover- 
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nour, and a number of gunners and mattroſſes, paid out of the revenue ariſing in the 
illand, who lodge in the forts, and take care of the guns, arms, ammunition, &c, 


The grand court has a chief-juſtice, commiſſion'd by the government under the 
reat-ſeal of the iſland, whole ſallary is 120. per annum, and four or fix juſtices to his 
alliſtants, who have no ſallary, and only ſerve for honour, and to render their country 
ſervice; this court 1s attended by the marſhal, clerk of the crown, coroners, &c. and 
has a particular clerk or prothonotary, and does in its power and proceedings reſemble. 
the king's-bench, common-pleas, exchequer, and afhzes in England; it is (like the 
term) held quarterly at St. Jago de la Vega; and the manner of holding it, its fees, 
proceſs, as well as pleadings, Sc. appear at large in the enſuing laws, and Mr. Hanſon's 
account of the iſland, at the end of this volume. 


In each province or precinct, the colonel or gentleman of the beſt ability or eſtate, 
is the cyſtos rotulorum, and with other juſtices of the precinct, holds quarterly a ſeſſion 
for puniſhing miſdemeanors, and thoſe crimes that are there cogniſable ; and have clerks 
of the peace, deputy-marſhals, juries, Sc. and there every thing is determined and 
regulated by the laws of England, or the municipal laws of the iſland, for the peace 
and good government of the precinct. 


In each province or precinct, is likewiſe held a court, this in nature of court-laron 


or He '5-court, where the ableſt gentleman is judge, and has two of the juſtices te 
be his aſſiſtants, and there very juſtly and formally, are heard and determined all ac- 
tions, pleas, Sc. ariſing among the neighbours in the precinct, not exceeding 200. if it 
does, they take a juſt»czas out of chancery, that, for the people's eaſe, is always grant- 
ed; but nevertheleſs, by the certiorari, writ of error, &c. they may bring caules out 
of theſe courts into the grand court. 


In this iſland all are enjoyned to enrol their deeds, to prevent fraudulent conveyances, 
in the ſecretary's office, where the entries and diſpatch of ſhips are made, and licences 
to marry, ſell wine, tickets of leave, Sc. are granted. 


The provoſt-marſhal-general, is executive officer of juſtice ; he and his deputies are 
the officers that attend the governuur, council, and courts of juſtice, execute all writs, 
Sc. and do What high-ſheriffs, uſhers of the black-rod, ſerjeants, goalers, Sc. do in 
England. 


That the acts of navigation and trade may be comp!yed with, the crown has a naval 
officer in the iſland, who remi:s, twice a year, all books, bonds, entries, Sc. to the 
commiſſioners of the cuſtoms, and keeps likewiſe an account of all ſhips, goods, negroes, 
Sc. that come into the iſland. 


The crown has a revenue in this iſland ariſing from quit-rents, fines, forfeitures, li- 
dences for tavertis, impoſts on goods, &c. which is gather'd by the collector or receiver— 


general, who pays no money without a warrant ftom the governour and council: and 
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it is enaQed in the act, intitul-d, An af for raifing a revenue to her majeſiy, her heirs, 
and ſucceſſors, for the ſupport of the government, and maintaining and repairing her ma- 
Jefly's fortifications, * that ſuch collector, receiver-general, or his deputy, ſhall, when, 
© and as often as thereunto required by the governour, council or aſſembly, when fit. 
© ting, or to any committee of them, or either of them, to be appointed, give in upon 
* oath a juſt and true account of the particular diſburſments of all money ariſing, or that 
© ſhall come into his hands, by virtue of this act.“ And beſides, the collector or re- 
ceiver- general is ſuperviſed by a deputy auditor, and every half year an account paſſed by 
him is remitted to the auditor-general in England, to be laid before the lord high-trea- 
ſurer, or lords of the treaſury for the time being, and lords of the council; and therefore 
it ſeems almoſt impoſſible any part of this revenue ſhould be imbezzled or miſapply'd. 


The ſeveral offices of ſecretary, provoſt-marſhal, regiſter of chancery, clerks of the 
$ crown and grand court, naval officer and receiver-general, are held by patent from the 
$21 crown, either for life, or during pleaſure, and may, by leave of the crown, as ſome or 
; my moſt of them are, be executed by deputies; but the governours have a power to ſuſpend 
4 any of the ſaid officers, or of excepting againſt their deputies; ſo they aſſign their rea- | 
fons for ſo doing to the crown, until its pleaſure be known thereupon. 


| | The crown, for the encouragement of people to go to this iſland, with intent to ſettle 
[jt and plant there, has been graciouſly pleaſed to give every man for himſelf, wife, chil- 
: i | dren, and ſervants, and all he brings with him, (or ſhall at any time after import) thirty 
177% acres of land for every head, in any part of the iſland they themſelves ſhall chuſe, not 
already poſleſs'd by others, they paying only the charges of the patent: this paſſes to 
the poſſeſſor, or his heirs and aſſigns for ever, by the ſaid grant in common ſoccage; 
1 | which patent being enrolled in the office, is good againſt the crown's claim, or any 


others, tho' the patent it ſelf ſhould happen to be loft, burnt, or deſtroyed. 
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| f This is, I conceive, a ſufficient view of the iſland and government of Jamaica, and 
| the advantages the planters and inhabitants enjoy; whereby this iſland is much more 
| happy in many reſpects, than any other of the Britiſh colonies and plantations: and 
1 fince by a moſt gracious letter of his majeſty (communicated to the council and aſſem- 
| bly) his majeſty has been pleaſed to give aſſurances of affording it his particular royal 
favour and protection, it is wholly in the power of the people to make Jamaica the 


greateſt and moſt flouriſhing plantation in the Indies, as well as the molt b<neficial and 
advantageous one to Great-Britain.

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caution is requiſite, than the hiſtory of the adminiſtration of the protector 

Cromwell. The prejudices of party, which in common caſes are loſt in the 
current of time, have floated down to us in full ſtrength againſt this proſperous uſurper ; 
and his actions, from the period that he reached the ſummit of power, are ſtill ſcruti- 
nized with induſtrious malignity, as if it were impoſſible that authority, irregularly ac- 
quired, could be exercifed with juſtice. 


FT HERE is no portion of the Engliſh annals, in the peruſal of which greater 


It is not ſtrange, therefore, that the vigorous proceedings of the protector againſt the 
Spaniſh nation, in 1655, ſhould have been obnoxious to cenſure, or that writers of 
very oppolite political principles ſhould concur in miſrepreſenting his conduct on that 
occaſion. The celebrated female republican * terms it diſhonourable and piratical ; 
and the courtly and elegant apologiſt of the Stuart family f pronounces it a moſt un- 
warrantable violation of treaty, 


The publication of the State Papers of Thurloe (the ſecretary) ought, however, to 
have mitigated this weight of cenſure. In truth, it will be found that nothing but a 
moſt difingenuous concealment of the hoſtile proceedings of the Spaniards (too groſs to 
be palliated) towards the ſubjects of England, can give even the colour of plauſibility to 
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the charge which has been brought againſt Cromwell, of hav ng com-menc-d an unjuſt 
and ruinuus war, againſt a friend and ally, contrary to the n -reſt o the nion, and in 
violation of the faith of treaties. If the power which is v ft d in tle exec itive magiſ- 
trate, by whatever name he be diſtinguiſhed, be he'd for the protection an |! ſecurity of 
the religion, liberties, and properties, of the people under his government, the meaſures: 
adopted by the protector on that occaſion were not merely juſtifiable; they were highly 
neceſſary, and even meritorious ; for the conduct of Spain, eſpecially in America, was 
the declaration and exerciſe of war, againſt the whole human race, 
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I ſhall adduce a few remarkable facts to ſupport this aſſertion, The ſubjeR is curi- 
ous in itſelf, and, in ſome reſpects, will be new to the reader. 
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The lateſt treaty which had been made between England and Spain, previous to the 
aſſumption of the protectorate by Cromwell, was concluded in the year 1 630; bythe 
firft article of which it was ſtipulated, that there ſhould be peace, amity, and friendſhip, 
between the two crowns and their reſpective ſubjects, in all parts of the world. Before 
this period, the ſovereigns of Spain had not only encouraged, but openly avowed, the 
exerciſe of perpetual hoſtility on the ſhips and ſubjects of all the nations of Europe that 
were, or might be, found in any part of the new hemiſphere; arrogantly aſſuming to 
themſelves not only a right to all the territories which their ſubjetts had diſcovered there, 
but claiming allo the ſole and excluſive privilege of navigating the American ſeas.“ | 


Pretenſions ſo exorbitant, which violated alike the laws of nature and nations, were 
re ſiſted by every maritime ſtate that felt itſelf concerned in the iſſue; by the Englith 


it particularly, who had already planted colonies in Virginia, Bermudas, St. Chriſtopher's, 
Ain 3 8 "ICS. | Y, 

[i and Barbadoes; territories, ſome of which Spain had not even diſcovered, and none of 
i which had fhe ever occupied. Thus attual war, and war in all its horrors, prevailed 


between the ſubjetts of Spain in the new world, and thoſe of the ſeveral other nations 
who ventured thither, while at the ſame time peace apparently ſubſiſted between the 
parent ſtates in Europe.

To ſecure to the Engliſh an uninterrupted intercourſe with their ſettlements above 
mentioned, was one great object of the treaty of 1630. It ſeems indeed to have been 


In the-reign of James I. within two years after the concluſion of a peace between England and Spain, which 
faved the Spaniſh monarchy from abſolute deſtruction, Sir Charles Cornwallis, in a letter dated from Madrid in 
May 1606, informs the Earl of Saliſbury, that don Lewis Firardo, a Spaniſh admiral, having met with certain 2 
Engliſh ſhips laden with corn and bound to Seville, © took the maſters and firſt ſet their vecks in the ſtocks ; he 
afterwards removed them into his own ſhip, and there with his own bands did as much to their legs; reviling 
them, and calling them hereticks, Lutheran dogs, and enemies of Chriſt, threatening to hang them, and in con— 3 
clufion robbed them of what he thought fit.“ Sre Hinaword, wel 2, P. 143 —Tt appears by ſubſequent letters, 
preſerved in the ſame collection, that Cornwallis, complaining to the Duke of Lerma, the rinifter of Spain, of 
Firardo's conduct, particularly in fznding to the galiies ſome Engliſh mariners, whom he had made priſoners in the 
Weſt- Indies, was told by that miniſter, that Firardo ſhould be called to account, —“ not, adds the Duke, for 
ſending the men to the galites ; but for not having hanged them up. as he ought to have done.” Sir Walter Raleigh 
ſome time afterwards, in a letter to King James, ſpeaks of it as a well-known fact, that the Spaniards, in another 
inſtance, had murdered twenty-ſix Engliſnmen. tying them back to back, and then cutting their throats, even after- 
they had traded with them a whole month, and when the Engliſh went afhore in full confidence, and without ſo 
much as one ſword among them. See Raleigh's Works by Birch, vol. 2, P. 376. 
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more immediately founded on a remarkable inſtance of Spaniſh perfidy which had re- 
cently happened in the iſland of St. Chriſtopher; for the court of Spain having, to- 
wards the latter end of the year 1629, fitted out a fleet of twenty-four ſhips of force, 
and fifteen frigates, under the command of don Frederick de Toledo, avowedly to at- 
tack the Dutch ſettlement in Braſil, ſecretly ordered the admiral to proceed, in the firſt 
place, to the iſland I have mentioned (which, although the Spaniards had indecd firſt 
diſcovered it, one hundred and thirty years before, they had never once occupied) and 
rout out from thence both the Engliſh and French, who at that time held a joint and 


peaceable poſſeſſion. 


Neither the French, nor Engliſh, nor both together, were ſtrong enough to oppoſe 
fuch an enemy. The French planters took refuge in the neighbouring iſland of Antego, 
an | the Engliſh fled to the mountains, from whence they ſent deputies to treat for a 
ſurrender; but the haughty Spaniard required and obtained unconditional ſubmiiſion ; 
and having ſelected out of the Engliſh ſettlers fix hundred of the ableſt men, whom he 
condemned to the mines, he ordered all the reſt (conſiſting chiefly of women and chil- 
dren) inſtantly to quit the iſland, in ſome Engliſh veiſels which he had ſeized at Nevis, 
under pain of death. He then laid waſte all the fcttlements within his reach, and, 
having reduced the country to a delert, proceeded on his voyage. 


It may be ſuppoſed, that the treaty of 1630 prevented ſuch enormities in future; 
but, in violation of all that is folemn and ſacred among Chriſtian Rates, and to the dil- 
grace of human nature, the Spaniards, eight years only after the affair at St. Chriſlo— 
ps, attacked a ſmall Engliſh colony which had taken policfiion of the little unoccu-: 
pied iſland of Tortuga, and put every man, woman, and child, to the word; they even 
hanged up ſuch as came in and ſurrendered themſelves, on the promite of mercy, after 


the firft attack. 


The unhappy monarch who fat at that time on the throne of England was too deeply 
engaged in conteſts with his ſubjects at home, to be able to afford protection to bis co- 
lomiils abroad; and thoſe conteſts terminating at length in a civil war, the Spamiards pro— 
ceeded in the ſame career with impunity, treating all the Britiſh ſubjects whom they found 
in the Weſt-Indies as intruders and pirates. In the year 1633, the Eug'iſh and Dutch 
had jointly taken polleſhon of Santa Cruz, whicn at that time was wholly unpegpled 
and deſerted. Diſputes ariſing between the new eſettlers, the Englich took arms and 
became ſole maſters of the iſland. In 1650, the Spaniards landed there, and, without 
the ſmalleſt provocation, exterminated every inhabitant that fell into their hands, mur- 
dering, as at Tortuga, even the women and children. As uſual with this revengeful 
nation, they conquered but to deſolate, for having deſtroyed all the people they could 
ſeize, they laid waſte and then deſerted the 1{land; and when ſome of the Dutch na- 
tion, 1n coniequence of ſuch deſertion, took poſleſſion a fecond time, the Spaniards re— 
turned, and treated them as they had treated the Engliſh. 


Of their cruelties towards the ſubjects and ſeamen of foreign ſlates, even towards the 
crews of. ſuch veſlels as were forced on their coaſts in diltreis, theanitances were witi- 
Out 
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by 
out number. Their treatment of the ſailors was as barbarous and 1 as their 
pretences tor ſeizing them were commonly groundlefs and unjuſt. The very mercics 
of the Spaniards were cruel ; for, if in ſome few inſtances they forbore to inflict imme. 
diate death on their priſoners, they ſentenced them to a worſe puniſhmcnt, condemn- 
iug them to work in the mines of Mexico for life.“ 


It is evident from the ſchemes and propoſals for attacking the Spaniards, which were 
preſented to Cromwe!l on his elevation o the protectorate, that the Engliſh in general 
had a deep and juſt ſenſe of the wrongs which they ſuſtained from the bigotry, ava- 
rice, and cruelty, of the Spaniſh nation. We may ſafely conclude, that applications of 
ſuch a nature could not have been made, to the ſupreme executive magiſtrate, wantonly, 
and without any pretence of injury received. To ſuppole that a body of the ſubjects 
of any civilized ſtate, or that even any individual of ſound mind, would intrude into the 
national councils, and preſume to ſolicit a violation of the public faith, and the com- 
mencement of hoſtilities towards a powerful ſtate and an ally, without any provocation, 
is to ſuppoſe a caſe which I believe never did occur in hiſtory, and which indeed it 
ſeems next to impoſſible ſhould happen. 


Among other perſons who preſented memorials on this occaſion, we find the names 
of colonel Mody ford and Thomas Gage. The former was one of the earlieſt and 
molt enterpriſing planters of Barhadoes, and Gage had reſided twelve years in New 
Spain, in prieſt's orders. He was brother of ſir Henry Gage, one of the generals un- 
der Charles I. and appears to have been a man of capacity and extenſive obſervation. 
In his memorial, which 1s preſerved among the State Papers of Thurloe, he enters 
fully into a juſtification of the meaſures which he recommends. «© None, in con- 
“ ſcience, he obſerves, “ may better attempt ſuch an expulſion of the Spaniards 
« from thoſe parts than the Engliſh, who have been often expelled by them from our 
« plantations ; as from St. Chriſtopher's, St. Martin's, from Providence, falias St. 
« Catherine's) and from 'Tortugas, where the Engliſh were inhumanly and moſt bar- 


« baroully treated by the Spaniards ; who to this day watch for their beſt advantage 


* The Spaniards after the death of Cromwell revired theſe practices, and continued them to our own times. 
About the year 1680 they landed on the iſland of Providence, one of the Bahamas, and totally deſtroyed the 
Engliſh ſettlement there. The governor (Mr. Clark) th-y took with them to Cuba in irons, and put him to death 
by torture. Oldmixon, who wrote The Britiſh empire in America, was informed by Mr. Trott, one of governor 
Ctark's ſucceſſors, that the Spaniards roaſted Clark on a ſpit. The inſ>lence and brutality of the commanders 
of the Spaniſh guarda coſtas, in the days of Walpole, are remembered by many perſons now living; and I be- 
lieve there are thoſe alive who were preſent when captain Jenkins gave that remarkable evidence to the houſe of 
commons, which it might be thought would have animated every Britiſh heart to infiſt on exemplary vengeance» 
The caſe was this: A Spaniſh commander, after rummaging this man's veſſel for what he called contraband 
goods, without finding any, put Jenkins to the torture. and afterwards, without the ſmalleſt provocation, cut 
off one of his cars, telling bim to carry it to the king of England, his maſter. Jenkins had preſerved the ear in 
a bottle, which he diſplayed to the houſe of commons. Being aſked by one of the members, what he thought or 
expected while in the hands of ſuch a barbarian, I recommended (he replied) my ſoul to God, and my cauſe 
to my country.” Vide Torbuck's Parliamentary Debates, vol. 9, p. 414. 


+ This fir Henry Gage was killed at the battle of Culham bridge, in 1644. He was anceſtor of the preſent 
lord Gage, by whoſe worthy brother, the late general, I was favoured with this account of Thomas Gage. 
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« to caſt us out of all our plantations, and lay that all the iſlands, as well as the maine, 
« belong to them. And, in conſcience, it is lawful to caſt that enemy or trouble- 
« ſome neighbour out of his dominions, that would and hath atteinpted to calt us out 


« of ours.” 


He then proceeds to demonſtrate, that it is not a work of difficulty to diſlodge the 
Spaniards from ſome of their moſt valuable poſſeſſions, and recommends the firſt at- 
tack to be made on Hiſpaniola or Cuba. The former, he obſerves, “ was the Spa- 
« niards firſt plantation, and therefore it would be to them a bad omen, to begin ta 
« Joſe that which they firſt enjoyed. This iſland,“ he adds, © is not one quarter of it 
« inhabited, and ſo the more caly to take.“ 


- _ ſome vears before, had publiſhed a book which is now before me, entitled, 

© A new Survey of the Weſt- Indies.“ It contains much curious information reſpect- 
ing the ſtate of Spaniſh America, at the tune that he reſided there. In the dedication 
to Fairfax, general of the parliament's forces, he combats, with great ſtrength of rea- 
ſoning, the pretenſions of the Spaniſh crown to an excluſive right to all the countries 
of the new world. © I know of no title,“ he oblerves, “ that the Spaniard hath 
« (the pope's donation excepted) but force, which by the fame title may be repelled. 
« And as to the firſt d:ſcovery, to me it ſeems as little reaſon, that the failing of a Spa- 
©« nith ſhip upon the coaſt of India, ſhould entitle the king of Spain to that country, 
« as the faihing of an Indian or Engliſh ſhip upon the coaſt of Spain, ſhould entitle 
« either the Indians or Engliſh unto the dominion thereof. No queſtion but the juſt 
© right or title to thoſe countries appertains to the natives themſelves; who, if they 
« ſhould willingly and freely invite the Engliſh to their protection, what title ſoever 
« they have in them, no doubt but they may legally transfer to others. But to end 
« al] diſputes of this nature, ſince God hath given the earth to the ſons of men to in- 
te habit, and that there are many vaſt countrics in thoſe parts not yet inhabited either 
« by Spaniard or Indian, why ſhould my countrymen, the Engliſh, be debarred from 
2 making ule of that which God, from all beginning, did ordain for the benefits of 
” mankind an 


Theſe, or ſimilar arguments, and a Jong liſt of Spaniſh depredations on the ſub- 
jets of England, made, without doubt, a deep impreſſion on the mind of Cromwell. 
It appears, indeed, that the court of Spain, conſcious of having merited the ſevereſt 
vengeance, foreſaw an impending ſtorm, and endeavoured to avert it. We are told 
by Thurloe, that Cardenas, the ambaſſador, in a private audience, congratulated the 
protector on his elevation to the government, “ aſſuring him of the true and conſtant 
« friendſhip of his maſter, either in the condition he then ſtood, or that, if he would 
ego a ſtep further and take upon him the crown, his maſter would venture the crown 
« of Spain to defend him in it.“ Theſe general diſcourſes came afterwards to parti- 
cular propoſitions, which Cromwell received with a coldneſs that alarmed the amballa- 
dor, who then deſired that former treaties of alliance between the two kingdoms might 
be renewed, as the firſt ſtep towards a nearer union. It does not appear that Crom- 


well had any objection to this propoſition. That he fought to involve the nation in an 


unprovoked 
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unprovoked and unneceſſary war with Spain, or, as Ludlow expreſſes it, that he meant 
to engage thoſe men in diſtant ſervices, who otherwiſe were ready to join in any party 
againſt him at home, though it has been confidently aſſerted, has been aſſerted againſt 
clear and ſubſtantial evidence. He demanded, it is true, ſatisfaction for paſt, and 
ſecurity againſt future, injuries, and he appointed commiſſioners to treat with the 
Spaniſh amballador thereupon ; with whom ſeveral conferences were held, © chiefly, 
ſays Thurloe, © on the right interpretation of the treaty of 1630.”* The reſult of 
thoſe conferences, which (although it has already been quoted in Mr, Long's Hiſtory) 
I ſhall give in Thurloc's own words, allords fo full and clear a juſtification of the pro- 


tector's ſubſequent proceedings, that no excuſe can be offered for thole hiſtorians by 


whom this evidence has been wilfully ſuppreſſed. 


The chief diſſiculties, obſerves Thurloe, “ were the following: 1ſt. Touching 
« the Weſt- Indies; the debate whereof was occaſioned upon the firſt article of the 
« aforeſaid treaty of 1630, whereby 1t 1s agreed, that there ſhould be a peace, amity, 
« and fricndihip, between the two kings and their reſpective ſubjects, in all parts of 
ec the world, as well in Europe as elſewhere. Upon this it was ſhewn, that in con- 
tc. travention of this article, the Engliſh were treated by. the Spaniards as enemics, 
« wherever they were met in America, though ſailing to and from thcir own planta- 
« tions, and inſiſted that ſatisfaction was to be given in this, and a good foundation of 
&« friendship laid in thoſe parts for the future between their reſpective ſubjects (the 
*« Engliſh there being very conſiderable, and whoſe ſafety and intereſt the government 
here ought to provide for) or elle there could be no ſolid and laſting peace eſtab- 
44 liſhed between the two ſtates in Europe. 


& 2d. The ſecond difference was touching the inquiſition, Sc. 


e To theſe two, don Alonſo was pleaſed to anſwer, that to aſk a liberty from the 
“ inquiſition, and free failing in the Weft- Indies, was to aſk his maſter*s two eyes; and 
« that nothing could be done in the points but according to the practice of former times. 


« Then it came into debate before Oliver and his council, with which of theſe 
*.crowns (France or Spain) an alliance was to be choſen. Oliver himlelf was for 
« a war with Spain, at leaſt in the Weſt- Indies, if fatisfaftion were not given for the 
« haſt damages, and things well feitled for the future. And moſt of the council went 
ec the ſame way, Sc.“ 


From the facts and recital which I have thus given it is undeniably true, that the 
Spaniards not only were the firſt aggreſſors, but had proceeded to thoſe hoſtilities, 
againſt the ſhips and ſubjects of England, which are unjuſtihable even in a {tate of 
actual war; and although the outrages complained of were ſuch as the molt infignifi- 
cant ſtate in the world would not have tamely ſubmitted to from the moſt powerful, 
yet did Cromwell, in leeking redreſs, diſplay his regard to juſtice, by his moderation 
and temper. He demanded, it is true, reparation for paſt Injuri's, and lecurity againſt 
ſuture; but he did not order repriſals to be made, until his demand was rejected, nor 
until 


- 
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until he was plainly told, that the ſame hoſtile line of conduct, which the Spaniards 
had hitherto purſued towards the Engliſh in America, - ſhouid be perſiſted in. Now, 
as Blome well oblerves on this occaſion, “ war mult needs be juſtifiable, when peace 
« is not allowable.” 


This deduction would now bring me to a diſplay of the protector's meaſures, in 
conſequence of his appeal to force; the equipment of a powerful armament ; its miſ- 
carriage at Hiſpaniola, and ſucceſs at Jamaica: but of all thele tranſactions, a very 
accurate and circumſtantial narrative has already been given in the Hiſtory of Jamaica 
by Mr. Long, to whole account I cannot hope to add perſpicuity or force. Refer- 
ring the reader, therefore, to that valuable work for ſatisfactory information in thoſe 

articulars, I ſhall conclude with an account of the ſlate of Jamaica, its inhabitants 
and productions, as it was found by the Engliſh forces on its capture in May, 1655 ; 
obſerving only, and I mention the circumſtance with a regret in which I am ſure the 
reader will ſympathize, that Gage, who planned the expedition, embarked with and 
periſhed in it. 


The whole number of white inhabitants on the iſland, including women and chil- 
dren, did not exceed fifteen hundred. Penn, in his examination before the protec- 
tor's council, on the 12th September, 1655, ſtates them at twelve or fourteen hun- 
dred only; of which, he ſays, about five hundred men were in arms when the Eng- 
liſh landed. It is remarkable, however, that Blome, who compiled a ſhort account 
of Jamaica ſo early as 1672, avers, that the town of St. Jago de la Vega conſiſted 
of two thouſand houſes, two churches, two chapels, and an abbey. There muſt, 
therefore, have happened, at ſome period, a wonderful diminution in the number of 
the white .inhabitants; and the expulſion of the Portugueſe ſettlers, as related by 
Blome, appears the more probable. Blome perhaps has given an exaggerated ac-- 
count of the number of - houſes; but ſufficient evidence remained, till within theſe 
few years, of the buildings conſecrated to divine worſhip; particularly of the wo 
churches and the abbey. : 


Of the other principal ſettlements, the chief appears to have been at Puerto de 
Caguaya, fince named by the Englith Port-Royal : but though it was next in conſe— 
quence to St. Jago, it was probably nothing more than an inconfiderable hamlet, eſta- 
biiſhed for the purpoſe of ſome ſmall traffic with the ſhips bound from Hiſpaniola to 
the continent. Its ſubſequent riſe, extenſive proſperity, and fatal cataſtrophe, are 
circumſtances too well known to be repeated. | 


To the weſtward of Caguaya was the port of Efquivel {Puerto de Eſquivello), fo 
called, I preſume, in honour of the governor of that name. This port ſeems indeed 
to have been almoſt deſerted at the time of the conqueſt in 1655, the Spaniards giv- 
ing the preference to Caguaya ; but it was Rill reſorted to by the galleons, as a place 
of ſhelter during the hurricane months, and, from 1ts ancient reputation, the Engliſh 


named. it Old-Harbour. 
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From Old-Tarbour to Punta Negrillo, the weſtern point of the iſland, the fea 
coaſt was chiefly in ſavanna, abounding in horned cattle ; but there docs no appear 
to have been any ſettlement in all that great extent of country, except a ſmal: hamlet 
called Oriſtan, of which, however, the accounts are obſcure and contradictory. 


Returning eaſtward, to the north of Port Caguaya was the Hato de Liguany ; pre. 
ſenting to the harbour an extenſive plain or ſavanna, covered with cedar and other ex- 
cellent timber{ This part of the country alſo was abundantiy ſtored with horned cattle 
and horſes, which ran wild in great numbers; and the firſt employment of the Engliſh 
troops was hunting and ſlaughtering the cattle, for the fake of the hides and tallow, 
which ſoon became an article of export. It was ſuppoſed by Sedgewicke, that the 
ſoldiers had killed twenty thouſand in the courſe of the firſt four months after their 
arrival; and as to horſes, “ they were in ſuch plenty,“ ſays Goodſon, * that we ac. 
« countcd them the vermine of the country.” 


F.aſtward of Liguany was the Hato by ſome called Ayala, by others Yalos, and 
now written Yallahs; a place, faith Venables, “ which hath much commodity of 
<« planting or erecting of fugar engines of water, by reaſon of two convenient rivers 
« running through it, fit for that purpoſe.” Next to Ayala was the Hato called Mo- 
rante. © This Morante,”” faith Venables, “ is a large and plentiful Hato, being 


four leagues in length, conſiſting of many ſmall ſavanna's, and wild cattle and 


© hogs in very great plenty, and ends at the Mine, which is at the cape or point of 
« Morante itſelf; by which, towards the north, is the Port-Antomio.”” 


Such is the account of Jamaica, as tranſmitted in general Venables's letter to ſe- 
cretary Thurloe, dated 13th June, 1655. The reader will perceive, that no mention 
is made of the north fide of the iſland, which gives room to conclude, as was un- 
doubtedly the fact, that it was one entire deſert, from eaſt to weſt, totally unculti- 
vated and uninhabited; the town of Seville, in St. Ann's pariſh, and the ſettlements 
in its neighbourhood, having been long abandoned. 


Of the inland parts, - it appears from Sloane, that Guanaboa was famous for its 
cacao-trees, and the lowlands of Clarendon for plantations of tobacco. 


Upon the whole, although the Spaniards had poſſeſſed the iſland a century and a 
half, not one hundredth part of the plantable land was in cultivation when the Engliſh 
made themſelves maſters of it. Yet the Spaniſh ſettlers had no ſooner exterminated 
the original proprietors, than they had recourſe, with their neighbours of Hiſpaniola, 
to the introduction of flaves from Africa. We are told, that the number of negroes 
in the iſland, at the time of its capture, nearly equalled that of the whites. It is not 
ealy to diſcover to what uſeful purpoſe the labour of theſe blacks was applied. The 
floth and penury of the Spaniſh planters, when the Engliſh landed, were extreme. 
Of the many valuable commodities which Jamaica has ſince produced in ſo great 
abundance, ſome were altogether unknown, and of the reſt the inhabitants cultivated 


no more than were ſufficient for their own expenditure, Their principal export, be- 
| fades 
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des cacao, conſiſted of hogs lard and hides. The ſale of theſe articles, and ſupply- 
ing the few ſhips that touched at their ports with proviſions in barter for European 
manufadtures, conſtituted the whole of their commerce: a commerce which the ſa- 
vages of Madagaſcar conduct with equal ability and ſucceſs. They pofleſled nothing 
of the elegancics of life, nor were they acquainted even with many of thoſe gratifications 
which, in civilized ſtates, are conſidered as neceſſary to the comfort and conventency 
of it. They were neither poliſhed by ſocial intercourſe, nor improved by education; 
but paſſed their days in gloomy languor, enfeebled by floth and diſtreſſed by poverty. 
Having, at the ſame time, but little or no connection with Europe, nor the means of 
ſending their children thither ſor education (a circumſtance that might have introduced 
among them, from time to time, ſome portion of civility and ſcience) they had been, 
for years, in a ſtate of progreſſive degeneracy, and would probably, in a ſhort time, 
bave expiated the guilt of their anceſtors, by falling victims themſelves to the ven— 
geance of their ſlaves. Time, indeed, had wrought a wonderful change in the man- 
ners and diſpoſitions of all the Spaniſh Americans. It muſt, however, be acknow- 
jedged, that, if they poſſeſſed not the abilities of their forefathers, they were unſtained 
with their crimes. If we find among them no traces of that enterprikng genius, that 
unconquerable perſeverance, that contempt of toil, danger, and death, which fo emi- 
nently diſtinguiſhed the great adventurers who firit explored and added a new hemiſ- 
phere to the Spaniſh dominion, we muſt own that they were, at the ſame time, hap- 
pily free from their guilty ambition, their remorſeleſs fanaticiſm, and frantic cruelty. 
But, whatever was their character, it is impoſſible to juſtify the hard terms impoſed 
by the Enguſh commanders on the poor ſettlers in Jamaica, 1n requiring them to de- 
liver up their ſlaves and effeQs, and quit the country altogether. They pleaded, that 
they were born in the iſland, and had neither relations, friends, nor country elſe- 
where; and they declared, that they were reſolved to periſh in the woods, rather than 
beg their bread in a foreign ſoil. This was their final anſwer to the propoſitions of 
Venables, the Engliſh general, nor could they be brought again to enter into any 
treaty. The reſiſtance they afterwards made againſt the efforts of our forces to ex- 
pel them from the iſland, may furniſh this important leſſon to conquerors, that even 
victory has its limits, and that injuſtice and tyranny frequently defeat their own 
purpole !

His commiſſion, which recites the king's deſire to give all protection and encou- 
ragement to the people of Jamaica, and to provide for its ſecurity and good govern- 
ment, empowers him to execute his truſt according to ſuch powers and authorities as 
are contained in his commiſſion and the inſtructions annexed to it, and ſuch as ſhould 
from time to time be given to him by his majeſty, and according to ſuch good, juſt, 
and reaſonable cuſtoms and conſtitutions as were exerciſed and ſettled in other colonies; 
or ſuch other as ſhould, upon mature advice and conſideration, be held neceſſary and 
proper for the good government and ſecurity of the iſland, provided they were not 
repugnant to the laws of England. | 


It further empowers him to take unto him a council of twelve perſons, to be elected 
by the people, according to the manner preſcribed in the inſtructions; and, by the ad- 
vice of any five or more of them, to conſtitute civil judicatories, with power to ad- 
miniſter oaths; to command all the military forces in the iſland, and put in force and 
execute martial law ; to grant commiſſions, with the advice of his council, for the find-

ing 
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ing out new trades; and to do and perform all other orders which might conduce to 
the good of the iſland. The inſtructions conſiſt of fifteen articles: 


The firſt direQs the commiſſion to be publiſhed, and the king proclaimed. 


The third regulates the manner of electing the council, eleven of which to be choſen 
indifferently, by as many. of the officers of the army, planters, and inhabitants, as 
could be conveniently admitted to ſuch election, either at one or more places; which 
ſaid perſons, with the ſecretary of the iſland, who was thereby appointed always to be 
one, were eſtabliſhed a council, to adviſe and aſſiſt the governor in the execution of 


his truſt, and five were to be a quorum. 


The fourth and fifth articles direct the taking the oaths, and ſettling judicatories 
for the civil affairs and affairs of the admiralty, for the peace of the iſland, and de- 


termining controverſy. 


The ſixth directs the governor to diſcountenance vice and debauchery, and to en- 
courage miniſters, that Chriſhanity and the proteſtant religion, according to the church 
of England, might have due reverence and exerciſe amongſt them. 


The ventil directs the fortifications at Cagway to be completed, and empowers him 
to comp „ no: only ſoldiers but planters, to work by turns. 


The eighth directs him to encourage the planters, and to aſſure them of his majeſty's 
protection : and, by the ninth, he is to caule an accurate ſurvey to be made of the 


Hand, 


By the tenth it is directed, that the ſecretary ſhall keep a regiſter of all plantations 
and the bounds thereof; and that all perſons ſhall be obliged to plant a proportionable 
part thereof within a limited time, 


The eleventh and twelfth direct all encouragements to be given to ſuch negroes and 
others as ſhall ſubmit to the government, and to merchants and ſuch as ſhall bring any 


trade there, and foruid monopolizing. 


; The thirteenth directs, that any veſſel which can be ſpared from the defence of the 
and, ſhall be employed in fetching ſettlers from any other colonies, and that no ſol- 
dicrs be allowed to depart without licence. 


The fourteenth relates to the keeping of the ſtores and proviſions ſent to the iſland: 
and the fifteenth directs the governor to tranſmit, from time to time, a ſtate of the 


and, and all his proceedings. 


In 1662, lord Windſor was appointed governor of Jamaica, by commiſſion under 


the great ſeal ; which, beſides containing the ſame powers as thoſe contained in colonel

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D'Oyley's commiſſion, directs, that, in caſe of lord Windſor's dying or leaving the 
iſland, the government ſhall devolve on the council, or any ſeven of them, and ap- 
points a ſalary of two thouſand pounds per ann. payable out of the exchequer. 


His inſtruQtions conſiſt of twenty-two articles. The firſt directs the publication of 
his commiſſion: and the ſecond, the appointment of the council, according to his 
commiſſion and the inſtructions.

inſliruflions themſelves, as to the mode in which the council ſhall be appointed; pur 1s 
APPEARS, THAT THE GOVERNOR NAMED THEM HIMSELF. 
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The third, fourth, fifth, ſixth, and ſeventh articles relate to the adminiſtering oaths, 
eſtabliſhing judicatures, and providing for the ſecurity of the adjacent iſles. 


The eighth directs encouragement to be given to n to remove to Jamaica from 
the other colomes. 


The ninth directs 100,000 acres of land to be ſet apart in each of the four quarters 


of the iſland as a royal demeſne, a ſurvey to be made, and a regiſter kept of all grants, 
and a militia formed.

The tenth directs the planters to be encouraged, their lands confirmed unto them by 


grants under the great ſeal, and appoints 50,000 acres of land to the governor, for his 
own ule. 
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The eleventh relates to the encouragement of an orthodox miniſtry : and the twelfth 
eſtabliſhes a duty of five per cent. upon all exports after the expiration of ſeven years, 


The chirteench, fourteenth, fifteenth, and ſixteenth articles contain general directions 
as to the liberty and freedom of trade (except with the Spaniards), aſſiſtance to the

FF | neighbouring plantations, and the ſecurity of the iſland, by obliging planters to reſide 
| | in bodies together, and in contiguous buildings. 


The ſeventeenth directs, that, as an encouragement to men of ability to go to the 


iſland, no offices ſhall be held by deputy ; and gives a power to the governor of ſuſ- 
penſion or removal, in cafe of bad behaviour. | 


The nineteenth empowers the governor to grant royalties and manors, or lerdſhips, 
to contain leſs than five hundred acres. 


The twentieth empowers the governor, with advice of council, to call aſſemblies, to 
make laws, and, upon imminent neceſſity, to levy money; ſuch laws to be in force 
two years, and no longer, unleſs approved of by the crow n. | 


See proclamation of the 14th of December, 1661 (upon which the people of Famaica 
have upon any occaſion laid ſo much fireſs), at the beginning of this vgume.

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This proclamation was publiſhed by lord Windſor upon his arrival; but nothing elſe 
material ariſes out of his ſhort adminiſtration worth notice, for he ſtaid but two months, 
and left the iſland, and the execution of his commiſſion, to fir Charles Lyttleton, who 
had been appointed leutenant-governor ; and who governed with the advice of a coun- 
cil of twelve, appointed by himfelf, and called an aſſembly that made a body of laws, 
amongſt which was one for railing a revenue. 


Nothing, however, which appears to be material, as to the form of the conſtitu- 
tion, occurred during his adminiſtration, which continued about twenty months ; 
when he was ſuperſeded by the arrival of fir Thomas Modyford, who was appointed 
governor in chief by a commiſſion under the great ſeal, which empowered him either 
to conſtitute, by his own authority, a privy- council of twelve perſons, or to continue. 
the old one, and to alter, change, or augment it as he thought proper; to create judi- 
catories; and make laws, orders, and conſtitutions, provided they did not extend to 
take away any right or freehold, or the intereſt of any perſon in their rights or free- 
holds, goods or chattels, and that they were tranſmitted to his majeſty for allowance or 


dila pprobation. 


He was further empowered to command and diſcipline all military forces, to uſe 
martial law upon perſons in military ſervice, and eſtabliſh articles of war; to create 
courts of admiralty, according to ſuch authority as he ſhould receive from the lord high 
admiral ; to erect forts and fortifications ; to eſtabliſh ports, cities, towns, boroughs, 
and villages; to create manors and lordſhips; to grant charters to hold fairs; to take 
ſurveys, and keep records of all grants of lands, under ſuch moderate quit-rents, ſer- 
vices, and acknowledgments as he ſhould think fit; and to preſcribe terms of cultiva- 
tion; and grants fo made under the ſeal, and enrolled, were to be good and valid 
againſt the crown; to grant commiſſions for finding out new trades; to pardon all of- 
fences, except murder and treaſon, and in thole caſes to reprieve for twelve months.

He was alſo empowered, with the advice of the majority of council, to frame a me- 
thod for eſtabliſhing general aſſemblies, and from time to time to call ſuch aſſemblies 
together, and with theirconſent to paſs all manner of laws, reſerving to him-a negative 
voice; as alſo, upon imminent occaſions, to levy money. Theſe laws not to extend 
to taking away any one's freehold, or to the loſs of a member, and to be in force only 
two years, unleſs approved and confirmed by the crown. 


This commiſſion appoints a ſalary to the governor of one thouſand pounds per an- 
num, payable out of the exchequer. 


The inſtructions, which conſiſt of twenty articles, relate to the encouragement to be 
given to planters to come from the other colonics; to the allowance ſettled upon 
himſelf and the other officers; and extend to moſt of the points contained in lord 
Windſor's inſtructions: but direct, that the meaſure of ſetting out the 400,000 acres, 
a a royal demeſne, ſhall be ſuſpended ; that no duties ſhall be laid in the iſland upon 
the import or export of any goods for twenty-one years, nor ſhall any duty be laid here 
upon the produce of Jamaica for ſive years.

By theſe inſtructions it appears, that the crown allowed two thouſand five hundred 
pounds per annum for the ſupport of government; and what was wanted, over and 
above, was to be made good by a duty on ſtrong 1:quors, either made or imported, to 
be levied by the authority of the governor and council. 


In July, 1664, fir Thomas Modyford iſſued a writ for electing tro aſſembly- men 
for each pariſh ; which aſſembly met in October following. 


It does not appear that this aſſembly ſat above a month or two before they were diſ- 
ſolved; but, during their ſeſſions, they paſſed a body of laws, which was tranſmitted 
to. the lord chancellor, to be laid before the crown; but not being confirmed, they 
would have expired at the end of two years; but (as I find it aſſerted by lord Vaugh- 
an) the governor continued them in force to the end of his adminiſtration, by an or- 
der of council. I cannot, however, find this order upon record, but, after that time, 
a great many ordinances of the governor and council, in the nature and form of laws; 
in ſome of which it was declared, that they ſhall continue in force until another af- 
ſembly was called, and then to be confirmed, altered, or repealed, as that aſſembly 
ſhould fee convenient: but no other aſſembly was called during fir Thomas Mody- 
ford's adminiſtration. 


In 1670, fir Thomas Modyford was recalled, and fir Thomas Lynch appointed 
licutenant-governor and commander in chief, with the fame power as fir Thomas Mo- 


dyford had. 


On the 1ſt of December, 1671, he iſſued writs for calling an aſſembly, to conſiſt 
of two perſons of each pariſh, which met on the 8th of January following, and ſat till 
June following, when the governor diſſolved them, after having paſſed a body of laws, 
which were tranſmitted to England, but were not confirmed. | 


In May, 1673, fir Thomas Lynch called another aſſembly; but, upon their refuſ- 
ing to grant money for the fortifications, he diſſolved it after fittmg only a few days; 
and, in January following, upon conſideration that two years were almoſt expired ſince 
making the body of laws, and that his majeſty had not been pleaſed to ſignify his 
royal conſent to them, a new aſſembly was called, which met the 18th of February, 
and, on the 14th of March, a new body of laws was paſſed, which were tranſmitted 
to England; but, not being confirmed by the crown, expired at the end of two years. 


On the gd of December, 1674, lord Vaughan was appointed governor of Jamaica. 
A council, conſiſting of twelve perſons, was named in the eommiſſion, with power to 
him to expel or ſuſpend any of them, and, in caſe of vacancies, to fill up the council 
to nine. He was alſo empowered to call aſſemblies, according to the uſage of the 
iſland ; and, with the council and aſſembly, to paſs laws, which laws were to be in 
force for two years, unleſs the crown's pleaſure was in the mean time ſignified to the 


contrary, and no longer, except they were approved and confirmed. within that time. 
- In 
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In the paſſing of theſe laws, the governor was to have a negative voice, and to diſſolve 
any afſembly, as he ſhould think proper. 


Upon lord Vaughan's arrival in his government, he called an aJſemb'y, which met 
on the 26th of Apnl, 1675, and palled a new body of laws. 


It does not appear when this aſſembly was diffolved; but, in March, 1676-7, writs 
were iſſued for a new aſſembly, winch met on the 26th of that month; and, having 
paſſed ſeveral other laws, they were diffolved on the 26th of July: and the laws palled 
by both aſſemblies having been tranſmitted to England, the council took them into 
their conſideration, and, after frequent deliberations upon them, and many alterations 
propoſed, they were referred, with the council's obſervations upon them, to the attor- 
ney- general to conſider thereof, and to form a new body of laws tor the good govern- 
ment of this ifland, 


With theſe laws, the council took into conſideration the ſtate- and conſtitution of Ta- 
maica, and made the reports upon it hereunto annexed, Appendix, No. 1, 2. 


Theſe reports having been confirmed, a commiſſion paſſed the great ſeal, conſtituting 
lord Carlifle governor of Jamaica, by which, and by the inſtructions annexed thereto, 


Appendix, No. g, 4, the form of government propoled in the council's report was 
* and eſtabliſhed. 


Upon lord Carlifle's arrival in his government, he found the peop'e very much diſ- 
ſatished with and averſe to this new form of government; as will better appear by his 
letters, Appendix, No. 5, 6; 7, 8, 9, 10. 


Theſe letters and papers being taken into conſideration by the council, as alſb a re- 
port thereon by the committee, the council, on the 4th of April, 1679, made the or- 
der, Appendix, No. 11 ; and, on the 28th of May following, the annexed report, 
Append:x,, No. 12, was prefented to his majeſty, and, being approved, was tranſmit- 
ted to the earl of Carliſle, with the annexed letter, Appendix, No. 13. 


Upon receipt of theſe papers, the lord Carliſle communicated them to the aſſembly, 
who preſented an addreſs in anſwer to the report of the 28th of May; which addreſs 
was tranfmitted to the council by lord Carliſle. Vide Appendix, No. 14, 15, 16, 17, 
18; 19,. 20. 


On the 5th of March, 1679-80, the council took into confideration the letters re- 
ceived from the earl of Carliſle; and the annexed extracts (Appendix, No. 21 to. 38 
inclufive) of their proceedings will ſhew their ſeveral reſolutions and directions in conſe- 
quence thereof. 


It-1s ĩmpoſſible, at this diſtance of time, to judge what motives could have induced 
the eouncil, after they had ſhewn ſo much firmneſs and reſolution. to ſupport the rights 


Ky of 
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of the crown, by eftabliſhing in Jamaica the Iriſh conſtitution, to give the point up, as 
it appears they did by the annexed explanatory commiſſion to lord Carliſle, Appendix, 
No. 39, which contains the ſame power of making laws in aſſembly as is now given to 
the governor of Jamaica, and which, from that time, has been minutely the ſame; 
excepting only, that, in 1716, the governor was directed, by inſtructions, not to paſs 
any laws that ſhouid repeal a law confirmed by the crown, without a clauſe of ſuſpen- 
fon, or firſt tranſmitting the draft of a bill; and, in 1734, this limitation was extended 
to all laws for repealing. others, though ſuch repealed law ſhould not have been con- 


firmed by the. crown.

May 1T PLEASE YOUR MAJESTY, 


E having, according to the truſt repoſed in us in reference to your majeſty's 
plantations, taken in conſideration the preſent ftate and government of the 

ifland of Jamaica, particularly ſuch matters as, from the nature of affairs as they now 
ſtand there, we have judged neceſſary to be recommended to the right honourable the 
carl of Carlifle, whom your majeſty has been pleaſed to nominate and conſtitute go- 
vernor of the ſaid iſland ; and having, after ſeveral meetings, agreed upon the follow- 
ing particulars, we moſt humbly crave leave to lay them betore your majeſty, for your 
royal determination. 


The firſt point that did occur moſt worthy to be conſidered by us was, the power 
and manner of enacting laws for the civil, military, and eccleſiaſtical goyernment ; and, 
upon taking a view of what has been practiſed ſince your majeſty's happy reſtoration in 
the legiſlative, we find, that the methods and authorities for the framing and ordaining 
the ſaid laws have been only ſuch as were directed by your royal commiſſion unto your 
majeſty's ſeveral governors, or preſcribed by the inſtructions given them from time to 
time; and that as the conſtitution and exigency of affairs have often changed, ſo your 
majeſty .has thought fit variouſly to adapt your royal orders thereunto ; and, by the laſt 
commiſſion, given unto the lord Vaughan, your majeſty was pleaſed to empower. his 
lordſhip, with the advice of your majeſty's council, from time to time to ſummon ge- 

| neral 
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neral aſſemblies of freeholders, who have authority, with the advice and confent of the 
overnor and council, to make and ordain laws for the government of the iſland ; 
which laws are to be in force for the ſpace of two years, except in the mean time your 
majelty's pleaſure be ſigniſied to the contrary, and no longer, unleſs they be confirmed 
by your majeſty within that time. Having, therefore, directed our thoughts towards 
the conſequences and effects which have been produced, or may ariſe, from this autho- 
rity derived unto the ſaid freeholders and planters, which we obſerve to have received 
a daily increaſe by the reſolutions they have taken, leſs agreeable to your majeſty's in- 
tention, we do moſt humbly offer our opinions, that the laws tranſmitted by the lord 
Vaughan, which are now under conſideration in order to be enacted by your majelty, 
may be entruſted. in the hands of the earl of Carlifle, who, upon his arrival in the 
iſland, may offer them unto the next aſſembly, that they may be conſented unto as laws 
originally coming from your majeſty; and that, for the future, no legiſlative aſſembly 
be called without your majeſty's ſpecial directions; but that, upon emergencies, the 
governor do acquaint your majeſty by letters with the neceſlity of calling luch an aſ- 
ſembly, and pray your majeſty's conſent and directions for their meeting; and, at the 
{ame time, do preſent unto your majeſty a ſcheme of ſuch acts as he ſhall think fit and 
neceſſary, that your majeſty may take the ſame into conſideration, and return them in 
the form wherein your majeſty ſhall think fit that they be enacted; that the governor, 

upon receipt of your majeſty's commands, ſhall then ſummon an allembly, and pro- 

pole the laid laws for their conſent, ſo that the ſame method in legillative matters 

be made ule of in Jamaica as in Ireland, according to the form preſcribed by Poyn- 

ing's law; and that, therefore, the preſent ſtyle of enacting laws, By the governors, 

councils, and repreſentatives of the commons aſfſ:mbled, be converted into the ſtyle of Be 

it enatted by the king's moſt excellent majeſty, by and with the conſent of the general af- 


ſemö h. 


We are farther of opinion, that no eſcheats, fines, forfeitures, or penalties, be men- 
tioned in the ſaid laws to be applied to the public ule of the iſland; and that your ma- 
jeſty do inſtruct your governor to diſpoſe thereof for the ſupport of the government. 
It is alſo our opinion, that in all laws for levying of money, and raiſing a public reve— 
nue, the clauſes whereby the ſaid levies are appropriated. unto the public uſe of the 
illand, without any mention made of your majeſty, or unto your majeſty for the ſaid 
p1blic uſe, are ſo far derogatory to your majeſly's right of fovereignty, that they ought 
to be, for the future, altered. and-made-agreeable to the {tyle of England. 


We do likewiſe offer it unto: your majeſty as neceſſary, that no miniſter be received 
in Jamaiea without licence from the right reverend the lord biſhop of London; and 
that none having his lordſhip's licence be rejected, without ſuthcient caule alledged; 
as alſo, that in the direction. of all church affairs the minitter be admitted into the re- 
ſpective veſtries. 


And whereas it has upon ſome occaſions proved inconvenient, that the members of 
the council have been conſtituted by your majeſty's commillion; we are of opi- 
nion, that, for the future, they be only named in the inſtructions of the governor ; 
eg. | WE OST for 
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for the ſtrengthening of whoſe authority under your majeſty we do offer, that he may 
have power to ſuſpend any of the ſaid members, if he ſee juſt cauſe, without receivin 
the advice and conſent of the council; and alſo, that none of the ſaid fo fuſpended, 
or by your majeſty's order diſplaced, from that truſt, may” be permitted to be received 
into the general aſſembly. 


And whereas nothing can contribute more to the welfare of your majeſty's iſand, 
than that all means be found out for the increaſe of trade; we do offer, for the encou- 
- ragement thereof, that a mint be allowed in Jamaica, in ſuch manner that no prejudice 
do ariſe unto your majeſty's other dominions, or that what bullion 1s brought from 
thence may be coined here in England; provided that all ſuch coins may bear your 
majeſty's royal ſuperſcription, and not be impoſed in payment ellewhere,

May 1T PLEASE YOUR MAJESTY, 


HAVING received, on the 1 ath of January laſt paſt, from the right honourable Mr. 
Secretary Coventry, a draft of a commiſſion and inftruQtions for the earl of Carliſle, 


whom 
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whom your majeſty has appointed to be your governor of Jamaica; and having, after 
ſeveral additic ns and alterations, remitted the fame unto Mr. Secretary Coventry, on 
the 2d inſt. we crave leave to offer to your majeſty the moſt material points which did 
occur unto us upon peruſal of the ſaid draft; which are as followeth: 


1ſt. As we are of opinion that all members of council in Jamaica may, for the more 
eaſy pailing of laws,' be admitted into the aſſembly, if duly elected by the freeholders; 
ſo we cannot but adviſe your majeſty, that as well the members of the ſaid council ſuſ- 
pended by your majeſty's governor, as the members diſplaced by your majeſty, may 
be rendered incapable during which ſuſpenſion of being admitted into the aſſembly. 


2d. That although your: majeſty has, by an order of the 16th of November laſt 
paſt, thought fit that no aſſembly be called without your majeſty's eſpecial leave and 
directions; we think it very important, for your majeſty's ſervice and ſafety of the 
iſland, that, in caſe of invaſion, rebellion, or ſome other very urgent neceſſity, your 
m. jeſty's governor may have power, with the conſent of the aſſembly, to pals acts for 
raiſing of money, to anſwer the occaſions ariſing by ſuch urgent neceſſities. 


3d. That whereas hitherto, within your majeſty's iſland of Jamaica, the oaths of 
allegiance and ſupremacy have not been impoſed on perſons that bear any part of the 
government, except, the members and officers of the council, and all judges and juſti- 
ces; ſo, for the prevention of future inconveniences, and greater aſſurance of loyalty 
towards your majeſty, we are humbly of opinion, that all perſons elected into the aſ- 
ſembly ſhall, before their fitting, take the oaths of allegiance and ſupremacy, which 
your majeſty's governor ſhall] commiſſionate fit perſons, under the ſeal of the ifland, to 
adminiſter unto them, and that, without taking the ſaid oaths, none ſhall be capable 


of ſitting, although elected. 


We have likewiſe, purſuant to your majeſty's orders, prepared a body of laws, ſuch 
as the right honourable the earl of Carliſle may be empowered to carry with him, and 
to offer unto the aſſembly of Jamaica for their conſent. Whereas we do not find, 
fince your majeſty's happy reſtoration, that any laws tranſmitted from your majeſty's 
plantations have been confirmed by your majeſty, either under the great ſeal of Eng- 
land, or any other ſignification of your majeſty's pleaſure (the act of four and a half 
fer cent. in the Caribbee iflands only excepted, which was confirmed by the order of 
council) and the intended method of enacting laws in Jamaica hath not as yet been 
put in practice; we humbly crave your majeſty's royal determination, whether the ſaid 
laws ſhall paſs only by order of your majeſty in council, or under the great ſeal of 
England, that we may accordingly be enabled fitly to preſent them unto your royal 


view. 
All which, Ec. 
His majeſly was pleaſed to order, that Mr. Secretary Coventry do 


prepare lord Carlifle's comm. ſion and inſtructions concerning theſe 
matters accordingly: and as for the laws of the ſaid iſland, his 
| majeſty, 
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majeſty, by an order of the board, hath been pleaſed this day to de- 


clure his pleaſure, that they ſhall paſs under the great ſeal of 
England.

Extratt of king Charles the ſecond's commiſſion to the earl of Carliſle. 


AND we do hereby give and grant unto: you, with the advice and conſent of the 
faid council, full power and authority, from time to time, as need ſhall require, to 
ſummon or call general aſſemblies of the freeholders and planters within the ſaid 
iſland; and other the territories under your government, in ſuch manner and form as 


bath been formerly practiſed and uſed in the ſaid ifland of Jamaica.. 


And our will and pleaſure is, that the perſons thereupon duly elected, and having 
before their fitting taken the oaths of allegiance and ſupremacy, (which you fhayl 
commiſſionate fit perſons, under the ſeal of. our iſland, to adminiſter, and without 
taking which none ſhall be capable of ſitting, though elected) ſhall be called and held 
the general aſſembly of the ſaid iſland of Jamaica, and other the territories thereon 
depending; and ſhall have full power and authority to agree and conſent unto all ſuch. 
ſtatutes and ordinances for the public peace, welfare,. and good government of the 
faid iſland, and other the territories thereon depending, and the people and inhabitants. 
thereof, and ſuch others as ſhall reſort thereunto, and for the benefit of our heirs and 
fucceflors,. as-having been by you, with advice and confent of the ſaid 'council, framed: 
and tranſmitted unto us, in order to be here enacted; by our giving our conſent there- 
unto, ſhall be by us approved and. remitted nnto you under our great ſeal of England ; 
which ſaid ſtatutes, laws, and ordinances, are to be by you framed as near as conve- 
niently may be to the laws and. ſtatutes. of. our kingdom of England. 
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And we do hereby, nevertheleſs, authorize and empower yon, in caſe of invaſion, 
rebellion, or {ome very great neceſſity, to paſs an act or acts, by and with the conſent 
of the general aſſembly, without trankmitting the. ſame firſt to us, to ratfe money within 


the ſaid iſland, and. the territories within: your government, to anſwer the occaſions 
ariſing by ſuch urgent neceſſittes. 


And we give you likewife full power; from time to time, as. you ſhall judge it ne. 
celfary, to diffolve all general allemblies, as aforefaid..

AND whereas by our commiſſion we have directed that, for the future, no general 
aſſembly be called without our ſpecial directions; but that, upon occaſion, you do 
acquaint us by letter with the neceſſity of calling ſuch an aſſembly, and Pray our con- 
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fent and directions for their meeting; you ſhall, at the ſame time, tranſmit unto us, 
with the advice and conſent of the council, a draft of ſuch acts as you ſhall think fit 
Ind neceſſary to be paſſed, that we may take the ſame into our conſideration, and re- 
turn them in the form we ſhall think fit to be enacted: in and upon the receipt of our 
commands, you ſhall then ſummon an aſſembly, and propoſe the ſaid laws for their 


conlent. 


And accordingly we have ordered to be delivered unto you herewith, a certain body 
of laws, for the uſe of our ſaid iſland, framed in purſuance of other laws tranſmitted 
unto us by former governors, with ſuch alterations and amendments as we have thought 
fit, with the advice of our privy-council here; which, upon your arrival in our ſaid 
iſland, you ſhall offer unto the next aſſembly, that they may be conlented to and 


enacted as laws originally coming from us. 


We are willing, nevertheleſs, that in cafe of invaſion, rebellion, or ſome very ur- 
gent neceſſity, you paſs an act or acts, with the conſent of the general aſſembly, with- 
out tranſmitling the ſame firſt unto us, to raiſe money within the ſaid iſland, and the 
territories depending thereon, to anſwer the occaſions ariſing by ſuch urgent neceſſities. 


And you ſhall take care that the preſent ſtyle of enacting laws, By the governor, 
council, and repreſentatives of the commons aſſembled, be converted into the ſtyle of, Be 
it enadted by the king's moſt excellent #999, by and with the conſent of the genera!

I HAVE ſpoken with ſeveral of the council, and find ſome of them much diſſa- 
usficd at the alterations in the laws and manner of paſſing them, particularly at the lat- 
ter part of the clauſe in the militia bill: * but that in all things he may, upon all oc- 
« caſions or emergencies, act as captain- general and governor in chief, according te 
and in purſuance of all the powers and authorities given unto him by his ma- 
« jeſty's commiſhon ; any thing in this cafe, or any other, to the -contrary in any- 
« wile notwithſtanding ;"* which they are jealous of, leſt that thereby they ſhall make 
it legal to execute all inſtructions that either are or ſhall be ſent to me, or any other 
ſucceeding governor ; which ſcruple might eaſily be avoided, but that the great ſeal 
being affixed to the laws, I have no power to make alteration, which I might have done 
both to their ſatisfaction and the preſervation of the king's rights. The act for the 
revenue too, I fear will not without difficulty paſs; but I ſhall endeavour all I can to 
bring them to paſs, for which I have greater inducements than my being here, without 
any hopes from the preſent ſtate of the treaſury, which is exhauſted and in debt for 
their new fortifications,

Copy of a letter to Mr. Secretary Coventry from the earl of Carliſle. 


St. Jago, 11th Sept. 1678. 


Sin, 


IH E aſſembly met on the ad inſtant, and, I find, are ſo diſſatisfied with the al- 
teration of the government, that I queſtion whether they will paſs any of theſe laws: 

they have objections againſt ſeveral of them; as the aft for the revenue that is perpe- 
tual, and may be diverted; they are nettled at the expreſſion in the preamble, that 
the revenue was raiſed by the governor and council; and though they cannot deny it 
to be truth, yet they fay that council was elected by the people, and, though con- 
tinued under the name of a council, yet was in effect an aſſembly or repreſentatives 


of the people. 


I have given into their hands a copy of that act and fourteen more, and gave them 
liberty to compare them with the original. The act of militia and ſome others I keep 
by me, till I ſee what they will do with thoſe they have. All the acts are not yet tran(- 
eribed; for but one man can write at a time, and they are bulky; but I have enough 
to keep them employed. The ſpeaker came to me on Saturday, to deſire liberty to 
adjourn for a few days, which I conſented to, and they adjourned till Thuriday 
morning. Lieut. Col. Beeſton 1s ſpeaker, who I recommended to them upon fir H. 
Morgan's aſſurances that he would behave himſelf well. He hath the general repute 
of an honeſt and diſcreet gentleman, though he ſigned the order about the privateer, 
at which ſo much offence was taken ; but I am ſatisfied he was no further faulty, than 
in complying with the directions of the aſſembly: and I the rather propoſed him 


(whom they had a mind to chooſe) to gain the point quietly of recommending, which 
my lord Vaughan, I am told, neglected to do. 


The aſſembly appointed a committee to compare theſe laws with their former: it 


is ſaid they differ in many things, eſpecially from theſe Jaws laſt ſent from lord 
Vaughan, which are moſt uſefully framed for their preſent benefit. 


Popular diſcourſes here as well as in England; and I find a few mens notions have 
taken ſuch place with the leading men of the aſſembly, that they rather ſet themſelves 
to frame arguments againſt the preſent conſtitution than to accommodate things under 


it. I cannot yet tell you what courſe I ſhall take to remove this difficulty; but I will 
do the beſt I can, I find one of the council more faulty in this than any man in the 


iſland, but IL am unwilling to name him till I have tried the utmoſt to reclaim him, 


Whilſt we are here buſy about ſmall matters, I doubt your hands are full of great 
and may therefore forget us. We hear the French and. Dutch are * 2d.

My Log ps, 


I HAVE met with the diliculties here I foreſaw, but could neither avoid nor pre- 
vent, in England. The general allemb'y meeting on the 2d of September laſt, I re- 
commended and lent to them the ſeveral bills I brought over under the great ſcal of 
England, for their conſent to be enattzd ; but being much dillatisfied at the new frame 
of government, and their loſing their deliberative part of power in altering and amending 
laws, they would not pais any one of them, but threw them all out; but prepared 
an addreſs, with a bill of impoſt upon wines aud other ſtrong liquors for one year, 
without giving me notice thereof, in ſuch terms and form as was not fit for me to pals 
it: but afterwards changing the ſtyle of enatting, as directed in my inſtructions, with 
ſome other amendments to this bid, the public n=celitties of the iflind, having con- 
tracted many debts from new forttications and ſalaries already due, requiring it, I 
gave the royal aſlent; and then, on the 12ti this initant Otober, I didlolved them. 
My earneſt fait to all your lordſlips is, that you'll pleaſe to have me in your thoughts, 
and the preſent ſtate of this colony under your lord{hips conlideration, for ſome expe- 
dient which may be elucidatory to the power given me by my commithon and inftruc- 
tions, which may quiet the minds of perſons generally diſſatistied in this ifland, which 
is molt certainly under the greatelt hopes of improvement of all the illands in the 


Welt-Indies, and therefore moſt fit for to be encouraged, wich the king's counte- 


nance and ſupport, with! good and acceptable laws. 


What bills I ſhall fend to Mr. Secretary Coventry, I pray may be diſatched 
ſpeedily when brought before your lordſhips, and received; an order to be paſted 
through all oltces without delay, being in part of what is fo very much wanting to- 
wards the {upport of the good government of this iſland.

Copy of a letter from ihe earl of Carlifle to the committee. 


My LoxrDps, 


A FORTNIGHT ago I gave you an account upon what terms I had parted 
with the aſſembly. I have fince thoroughly conſidered of what might in this place 
molt conduce to his majeſty's ſervice, and could not think of any better expedient 
than to ſend the bearer, Mr. Atkinſon, to wait upon your lordſhips. He was ſecre— 
tary to fir Thomas Lynch and my lord Vaughan, and has been enough acquainted 
with all my proceedings fince my arrival, fo as perfectly able to ſatisfy your lordſhips 
in any thing you may defire to know concerning the place, and to lay before you all 
the ſeveral intereſts of his majeſty relating to it. | 
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My lords, I find that the preſent form appointed for the making and paſſing of 
laws, conſidering the diſtance of the place, is very impracticable, beſides very dil. 
taſteful to the ſenſe of the people here, as you may obſerve by the aſſembly's addreſs 
to me; and if your lord{tups. will pleaſe to move his majeſty to ſend me a general in- 
ſtruction to call another aſſembly, and to re-enact and make what laws are fit for this 
place, I could then order the matter to conclude effettually to his. majeſty's ſervice. 7 
have, by Mr. Atkinſon, ſent you the drafts of ſuch bills as are the moſt fundamental, 
and chiefly concern his majeſty's intereſt; and J do aſſure you, that I will not in any 
material point vary from them. He will, when your lordſhips order him to at- 
tend you, lay them all before you, and, I believe, give your lordſhips ſuch thorough 
ſatisfaction, that you will reſt aſſured that what . is for his majeſty's ſervice, and 
that I ſhall be enough enabled by it to ſettle every thing upon ſo good a foundation, 
that neither his majeſty nor your lordſinps will ever repent of having made any de- 
ference to my opinion: in it, my lords, much ſucceſs depends upon the diſpatch, 
and of the circumſtances Mr. Atkinſon will give you an account. His buſineſs is 
wholly to attend your lordſhips, and, I believe, he will always be in the way. He 
has prayed me to intercede with your lordſhips, to excuſe what errors he may commit, 
as having beema Weſt-Indian for theſe eight years paſt, and do on his behalf beg that 
favour of your lordſhips; but hope that he will prove ſo diſcreet, as to give your lord- 
ſhips no manner of. offence, I thought it the readieſt and beſt way to have all things 
rightly underſtood, and do hope that iſſue will be produced from it.

ON the 2d of September laſt, the general aſſembly met; but under ſo much diſſatis- 
faction, from the new frame of government, and their loſing their deliberative part of 
power in framing, altering, and. amending laws, that they ſpent near a fortnight very 
unealily about ſome of the laws, and would have begun wich the bill of revenue to 
have thrown that out firſt, as a mark of their diſallowing the new method of- govern- 
ment, being ſo highly incenſed that they were ncar queſtioning the king's power and 
authority to do it; inſomuch, that I, taking the maintenance thereof to be. in my 
charge, and finding {ome of the council equally diſguſted at the change of govern- 
ment, and foreſeeing that it was like to encourage diſcontent in the. al-mbly, to take 
them olf, and leave the allembly upon their humour by themſelves, L. thought it 
ablolutely neceſſary to put this queſtion to each of the counſellors, in theſe words: 
% Do you ſubmit, and conſent to this preſent form of government which his majeſty 
© hath been pleaſed to order for this iſland of Jamaica?“ To which the. chieſ-jul- 
dice Col. Long, refulcd to anſwer, with two more, Col, Charles Whitfield and Col. 
Thomas 
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Thomas Freeman. The chicf-juſtice, being a man of very great influence upon the 
aſſembly, I preſently ſuſpended, and gave the other two (lefs dangerous) till morning 
to conſider on it; and then the chief-juſtice ſent to me his ſubmiſſion under his hand, 


and Col. Freeman ſubmitted ; but Col. Charles Whitfield, otherwiſe a very good man, 
went away into the country. - | 


The aſſembly received and examined all the laws I brought over, and drew up their 
reaſons againſt paſſing them; of each, many were very frivolous, and the belt was, 
becauſe they were not compared with and amended by the laſt laws of my lord Vaugh- 
an's, now with you, and received ſome two days before my coming away, the fleet 
then ſtaying in the Downs, and my departure much preſſed upon the expectation of 
war. Theſe reaſons againſt the revenue bill I anſwered individually; but no- means 
or endeavours either I mylelf, the council, or both could uſe, would prevail with them 
to pals any one of them; and I look upon this to be their chief reaſon, that by not 
paſſing them they might the better ſhew their diſſike of that new way of government; 
though they urge this for their enjoying a power of altering and amending laws, the 
neceſlity of changing them as often as occaſions do require, and the diſtance from this 
place is ſo great, that before the king's approbation can be obtained to a law, and re- 
turned hither, it may be fit for the public good either to lay that Jaw aſide, or much to 
change and alter it; and, indeed, in this part of the objection I think they are in the 
right, for that they will want temporary laws till the colony be better grown: and, upon 
thorough conſideration of the whole matter in this part, I am of opinion it is very ad- 
viſeable and requiſite that there ſhould be leave and power from the king to make laws 
{not relating to his majeſty's power or prerogative) to endure for ſome term till his 
royal approbation may be had therein; and of this I do earneſtly entreat your care. 


Having uſed all methods poſſible with the ſeveral members apart, and jointly with 
the body of the aſſembly, for the paſſing the laws, I was, after many conferences and 
debates, and ſeveral adjournments, fruſtrated, and they threw them all out. Afterwards, 
in a full body, by the ſpeaker they gave me the incloſed addreſs, and preſented to me 
a bill for a public impoſt, prepared, without giving me notice thereof, in ſuch terms 
and form as was not fit for me to paſs it in; but at laſt in ſome part conſented to ſuch 
amendments as I and the council thought fit, changing the ſtyle of enacting as directed 
in my inſtructions, but reſtraining it to one year, from a fear that, if they ſhould have 
made it perpetual, they ſhould be aſſembled no more, but be governed by governor 
and council as they were in Col. D'Oyley's time, when they enaQed laws, not only 
for the revenue but other occaſions, by-governor and council, and ſome part of fir 
Charles Lyttelton's time, as appears by our council-book upon the place ; and fir 
Thomas Modyford had an inſtruction to continue this revenue by order of governor 
and council, the aſſembly in his life-time paſſing it perpetual; and in fir Thomas 
Lynch's time the aſſembly made it perpetual, but, for want of the king's conſent, the

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To this bill, the iſland's affairs being under great preſſures from public debts con.

Which having done, and not being ſatisfied with the behaviour of the aſſembly in 
their proceedings in relation to the government 1 ſtood charged with, moſt of them

« of Jamaica to which ſeveral of them neither gave me a dutiſul nor chearful an-

May IT PLEASE YOUR EXCELLENCY, 


WE, the members choſen by his majeſty's writ to be the general aſſembly for this 
his iſland of Jamaica, do, with a great deal of thankfulneſs, acknowledge the princely 
care which his majeſty hath been ever pleaſed to have of this his colony, and of which 
your excellency hath likewiſe given to us very late and freſh aflurances: and, in obe- 
dience to his majeſty's commands, we have peruſed the ſeveral bills which your ex- 
cellency lent us; and, having duly examined the matters contained in them, we could 
not give our conſent to any of them, there being divers fundamental errors, which we 
particularly oblerved, and did cauſe them to be entered in our journal; and from the 
conſidera: ion of them we cannot but reflect, and do humbly beg your excellency to re- 
preſent unto his moſt ſacred majeſty, the great inconveniences which are like to re- 
dound unto this his iſland by this method and manner of paſting of laws, which is ab- 
ſolutely impracticable, and will not only tend to the great diſcouragement of the pre- 
ſent planters, but likewiſe put a very fatal ſtop to any further proſecution of the im- 
provement of this place, there being nothing that invites people more to ſettle and re- 
move their family and ſtocks into this remote part of the world, than the aſſurance 
they have always had of being governed in ſuch manner as that none of their rights 
ſhould be loſt, fo long as they were within the dominions of the kingdom of England: 
nor can we believe that his majeſty would have made this alteration, had he been truly 
informed of his own intereſts, and of that which is proper and natural for the conſti- 
tution of this iſland. ; | 


My lord, you that are now our governor, and here upon the place, cannot but diſ- 
tinguiſh both, and plainly ſee that which, at great diſtance, is impoſſible to be known, 
being always diſtinguiſhed with the falſe colours of intereſt and deſign. It is to you, 
therefore, we addreſs ourſelves; and do humbly beg you to aſſure his majeſty, which 
we do from the bottom of our hearts unfeignedly declare, that we are his true, faith- 
ful, and loyal ſubjects. In the next place, fir, we humbly beg you to lay before his 
majeſty the true condition of this iſland, and the ſeveral circumſtances wherein it 
ſtands: the ſituation and natural advantages of the place will very probably, by God's 
bleſſing, in a very ſhort time, make it very conſiderable, It were pity, therefore, that 


any 
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any ſtop in its infancy ſhould be put to it, which may hinder its future growth, and 
diſappoint thoſe hopes, which his majeſty hath ever had, and which will no doubt of 
it come to paſs, that, if this iſland be encouraged by good government and wholef me 
laws, it will effectually ſerve very many intereſts, both of his majeſty's crown and the 


nation's trade. 


Sir, the preſent form of the gov ernment, as it is now appointed, has theſe plain and 
manifefl inconveniences in it: 


| 1. That the diſtance of this place renders it impoſſible to be put in practice, and 
does not in any manner fall under the ſame conſideration as Ireland does, from which, 


we conclude, the example is taken. 


2d. The nature of all colonies is changeable, and conſequently the laws muſt be 
adapted to the intereſt of the place, and muſt alter with it. 


3d. It is no ſmall ſatisfaction that the people, by their repreſentatives, have a deli- 
berative power in the making of laws; the negative and barely reſolving power being 
not according to the rights of Engliſhmen, and practiſed no where but in thoſe com- 


monwealths where ariitocracy prevails. 


4th. This manner of form of the government brings all things abſolute, and puts 
it into the power of a governor to do what he pleaſes, which 1s not his majeſty's intereſt, 
and may be a temptation for even good men to commit great partialities and errors. 


sth. The method which has been always uſed, both in this iſland and all other co- 
lonies, in the making of laws, was a greater ſecurity to his majeſty's prerogative than the 
preſent form; for a governor durſt not conſent to any thing againſt his intereſt ; and 
if he did, the ſignification of the king's pleaſure determined the laws, fo that his ma- 


jeſty had thereby a double negative. 


Thus, ſir, we have truly laid before your excellency our real ſenſe; and do hope 
that your excellency, being thoroughly ſatisſied of the miſchiefs which will certainly 
ariſe to this place from the reaſons we have given, will in that manner repreſent our 
condition to his majeſty, that he may be thereby induced to give an inſtruction to 
your excellency, to pals ſuch laws as are municipal and fit for us, and in the ſame 
manner which has ever been practiſed in this iſland and other his majeſty's colonies ; 
we having no other claim in it than to expreſs our duty to the king, and our unfeigned 
ſervice and gratitude to your excellency, for mediating that which is ſo much for his 


majeſty's and the iſland's intereſt. . 


And we do here likewiſe preſent unto your excellency a bill for the raiſing a public 
impoſt unto his majeſty, his heirs and ſucceſſors, for the fuppert of this his govern-

but ſo it hath happened, tbat your majeſty, finding the inconveniences which did at- | 


tend that power and manner of making laws, by the irregular, violent, and unwar- 


rantable proceedings of the aſſembly, was pleaſed, with the advice of your privy- 


council, to provide, by the earl of Carlifle's commiflion, that no laws ſhould be 
enacted in Jamaica, but ſuch as, being framed by the governor- and councit, and 
tranſmitted unto your majeſty for your royal approbation, were afterwards remitted to 

amaica, and conſented unto by the aitlembly-there ; and, in purſuance thereof, the

Theſe being the objections and pretences upon which the aſſembly has, with ſo much 
animoſity, proceeded to reject thoſe bills tranſmitted by your majeſty, we cannot but 
offer, for your majeſty's information and ſatisfaction, ſuch a ſhort anſwer thereunto as 
may not only give a teſtimony of the unreaſonableneſs of their proceedings, but alſo 
furniſh your governor, when occaſion ſhall ſerve, with ſuch arguments as may be fit to 
be uſed in juſtification of your majeſty's commiſſion and powers granted unto him. 


1ſt. It is not without the greateſt preſumption that they go about to queſtion your 
majeſty's power over the militia in that iſland, ſince it has been allowed and declared, 
even by the laws of this your kingdom, that the ſole ſupreme government, command, 
and diſpoſition of the militia, and of all forces by ſea and land, and of all forts and 
places of ſtrength, is reſiding in your majeſty, within all your majeſty's realms and do- 
minions. 


2d. The objection made againſt the bill for the public revenue hath as little ground, 
fince its being perpetual is no more than what was formerly offered by them unto your 
majeſty, during the government of fir Thomas Lynch, in the ſame meaſure and pro- 
portion as is now propoſed; nor can it be diverted, ſince proviſion 1s thereby expreſsly 
made, that the ſame ſhall be for the better ſupport of that government; beſides, that 
it is not ſuitable to the duty and modeſty of ſubjects, to ſuſpect your majeſty's juſtice 
or care for the government of that colony, whoſe ſettlement and preſervation have 
been molt particularly carried on by your majeſty's tender regard, and by the great ex- 
pence of your own treaſure. 


gd. It cannot with any truth be ſaid, that theſe laws contain many and great errors, 
nothing having been done therein but in purſuance of former laws, at divers times 
enacted by the aſſembly, and with the advice of your majeſty's privy-council, as well 
as the opinion and approbation of your attorney-general, upon peruſal of the ſame. 


4th. To the fourth objection it may be anſwered, that, if any thing had been found 
of moment or importance in the laſt parcel of laws tranimitted by the lord Vaughan, 
your majeſty's tender care of your ſubjects welfare would have been ſuch as not to have 
ſent, thoſe bills 1mperfect, or defective in any neceſſary matter. 


sth. As to the diſtance of the place, which renders (as they ſay) the preſent me- 
thod of making laws altogether impracticable, your majeſty having been pleaſed to 
regulate the ſame, by the advice of your privy-council, according to the uſage of Ire- 
land, ſuch care was taken as that no law might be wanting which might conduce to 
to the well-being of the plantation, and that nothing might be omitted which in all 
former governments had been thought necellary ; nor is it likely that this colony is 
| | ö ſubject 
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ſubject to greater accidents than your kingdom of Ireland, fo as to require a more 
frequent and ſudden change of laws in other caſes than ſuch as are already provided 
for upon emergencies, or in other manner than is diredted by your majeſty's com- 
miſſion; whereby the inhabitants have free acceis to make complaints to your go- 
vernor and council of any defect in any old law, or to give reaſons for any new one, 
which, being modelled by the governor and council into form of law, and tranſmitted 
unto your majeſty, if by your majeſty and council found realonable, may be trank- 
mitted back-thither to be enacted accordingly. 


Gch. It was ſufficiently apparent unto your majeſty, that laws muſt alter with the 
intereſt of the place, when you were gracioully pleaſed to lodge ſuch a power in that 
overnment, as might not only, from time to time, with your majeſty's approbation, 
and by the advice both of your privy-council here and of the governor and council 
there, enable the aſſembly to enact new laws anſwerable to their growing neceſſities, 
but even, upon urgent occaſions, to provide, by raiſing money, for the ſecurity of the 
iſland, without attending your majeſty's orders or conlent. 


7th. It: is not to be doubted but the aſſembly have endeavoured to graſp all power, 
as well as that of a deliberative voice, in making laws; but how far they have thereby 
intrenched upon your majeſty's prerogative, and exceeded the bounds of their duty and 
loyalty, upon this -pretence, may appear by their late exorbitant and unwarrantable 
proceedings during the government of the lord Vaughan, in ordering and ſigning a 


warrant unto the marſhal of the iſland, your majeſty's officer of juſtice, for the ſtop- 


ping and preventing the execution of a ſentence paſſed, according to the ordinary 
forms of law, upon a notorious pirate and diſturber of your majeſty's peace: and 
they have further taken upon them, by virtue of this deliberative power, to make 
laws contrary to thoſe of England, and to impriſon your majeſty's ſubjects; nor have 
they forborne to raiſe money by public acts, and to diſpoſe of the ſame according to 
their will and pleaſure, without any mention made of your majeſty, which has never 
in like caſe been practiſed in any of your majeſty's kingdoms. How far, therefore, 
It is fit to intruſt them with a power which they have thus abuſed, and to which they 
have no pretenſion of right, was the ſubject of your majeſty's royal commiſſion, when 
you were pleaſed to put a reſtraint upon thoſe enormities, and to take the reins of go- 
vernment into your own hands, which they, in expreſs words, againſt their duty and 
allegiance, -have challenged and refuſed to part with. 


8th. It cannot with any truth be ſuppoſed, that, by the preſent form of govern- 
ment, the governor is rendered abſolute, ſince he is now, more than ever, become 
accountable unto your majeſty of all his moſt important deliberations and actions, and 
is not warranted to do any thing but according to law and your majeſty's commiſſion 
and inſtructions, given by advice of your privy-council. 


9th. And whether your majeſty's prerogative is prejudiced by the preſent conſtruc- 


tions, is more the concernment of your majeſty, and ſub ect of your own care, than of 
their conſiderations. 


5 HF Laftly, 
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Laſtly, and in general, we humbly conceive, that it would be a great ſatisfaction 
to your ſubjetts there inhabiting, and an invitation to ſtrangers, when they ſhall know 
what laws they are to be governed by, and a great eale to the planters not to be conti- 
nually obliged to attend the aſſemblies to re-enact old laws, which your majeſty Has 
now thought fit, in a proper form, to aſcertain and eſtabliſh ; whereas the late power 
of making temporary laws could be underſtood to be of no longer continuance than 
until ſuch wholeſome laws, founded upon ſo many years experience, ſhould be agreed 
on by the people, and finally enatted by your majeſty, in ſuch manner as bath been 
practiſed in either of your majeſty's dominions to which your Englith ſubjects have 
tranſplanted themſelves. For as they cannot pretend to further privileges than have 
been granted to them, either by charter or ſome ſolemn act under your great ſeal, 
fo, having from the firſt beginning of that plantation been governed by ſuch inſtruc. 
tions as were given by your majeſly unto your governors, according to the power your 
majeſty had originally over them, and which you have by no one authentic act ever 
yet parted with, and having never had any other right to aſſemblies than from the per- 
miſſion of the governors, and that only temporary and for probation, it is to be won- 
dered how they ſhould preſume to provoke your majeſty, by pretending a right to that 
which hath been allowed them merely out of favour, 'and diſcourage your majeſty 
from future favours of that kind, when what your majeſty ordered for a temporary 
experiment, to ſee what form would bef} ſuit the ſafety and intereſt of the iſland, 
ſhall be conſtrued to be a total reſignation of the power inherent in your majeſty, and 
a devolution of it to themſelves and their wills, without which neither law nor govern- 
ment, the eſſential ingredients of their ſubſiſtence and well-being, may take place 
among them. | 


Since, therefore, it is evident, that the aſſembly of Jamaica have, without any juſt 
grounds, and with ſo much animoſity and undutifulneſs, proceeded to reject the marks 
of your majeſty's favour towards them, and that your majeſty's reſolutions in this cale 
are like to be the meaſure of reſpect and obedience to your royal commands in other 
colonies; we can only offer, as a cure for irregularities paſt, and a remedy againſt all 
further inconveniences, that your majeſty would pleale to authorize and empower your 
governor to call another ailembly, and to. repreſent unto them the great convenience 
and expediency of accepting and conſenting unto ſuch laws as your majeſty has under 
your great ſeal tranſmitted unto them; and that, in caſe of refuſal, his-Jordihip be 
furniſhed with ſuch powers as were formerly given unto Col. D'Oyley, your firſt go- 
vernor of Jamaica, and ſince unto other governors, whereby his lordſhip. may be ena- 
bled to govern according to the laws of England, where the different nature and con- 
ſtitution of that colony may conveniently permit the ſame ; and, in other cafes, to act, 
with the advice of the council, in ſuch manner as ſhall! be held necellary and proper 
for the good government of that plantation, until your majeſty's further orders; and 
that, by all opportunities of conveyance, the governor do give your majeſty a conſtant 
and particular account of all his proceedings, in purſuance of your inſtructions herein.

Extract of a letter frem the committee to the earl of Carliſle. 


AFTER our very hearty commendation unto your lordſhip, we have received two 
letters from you, the one of the 24th of October, the other of the 15th of November, 
1678; both of which gave us an account of the diſtaſte the allembly had exprelied at 
the new frame of government, and of their throwing out all the bills tranſmitted under 
the great ſeal ; and your lordſhip having therein recommended unto us the ſpeedy dil- 
patch of the bills ſent to Mr. Secretary Coventry, for paſſing them through the offices 
here, we did thereupon take the ſan e into our conſideration: but finding that they 
contained ſuch clauſes as we had formerly (your lordſhip being preſent) diſallowed in 
the laws enacted by the lord Vaughan, as moſt prejudicial to his majeſty's rights and 
prerogative, one of them appropriating and diſpoſing of the quit-rents in the ſame 
terms as was formerly done, fo much to his majeſty's diſſatisfaction; another, declar- 
ing the laws of England to be in force, which clauſe (your lordſhip cannot but re- 
member) was poltponed here, upon very ſerious deliberation ; beſides divers other par- 
ticulars, altogether unfit to be paſſed by his majeſty : we have, withal, peruſed the ſe- 
veral letters which your lordſhip had written to Mr. Secretary Coventry, in relation to 
your government: and as for the laws, we could not adviſe his majeſty to proceed in 
any other manner, than by giving power to call another aſſembly, and to offer unto 
them the ſame laws your lordihip carried over, as being the moſt uſefully framed and 
ſettled for the good of the iſland and his majeſty's ſervice; and that, in caſe of re- 
fuſal, you might be enabled to govern according to commiſſions and inſtructions given 
unto former governors, as your lordſhip will more fully underſtand by our report unto 
his majeſty, and the order of council thereupon, to which we refer your lordſhip, as 
ſetting forth at large the grounds and reaſons inducing tue reſolutions his majeſty has 
now taken,

My LoxDs, 


YOUR lordſhips letters of the 25th of March, 4th of April, and 31ſt of May laſt, 
I received on the 26th of Auguſt, as alſo your lordſhips orders and reports to his ma- 
jeſty, touching the laws and government of Jamaica; which I communicated to the 

council 
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council (the aſſembly then fitting to continue the revenue bill, expiring the 2d of Scp- 
tember) on the 27th of Auguſt; and atterwards,. the ſame day, I communicated, the 
council being preſent, his majeſty's letter of the g11t of May laſt, and your lordſkips 
order and report of the ſame date, to the aſſembly; which eame to me as {ealonably 
as they received them ſurpriſedly, making me the next morning the incloſed addrels; 
upon which, having paſſed a bill of impoſt for hx months, I prorogued them, by ad- 
vice of the council, till the 28th of October next, hoping in that time they would fall 
of. their heat, and, upon recollection, better bethink themſelves of their duties and al- 
legiance, and upon my offering them again the Jaws, which I propoſe to do upon their 
firſt- meeting, better demonſtrate their obedience by readily giving their conſent that 


they might be enacted. 


Bat, from what I can learn from the chief leaders among them, I fini the ſame 
averſeneſs as formerly, averring that they will fubmit to wear, but never conſent to 
make, chains, as they term this frame of government, for their poſterities; ſo that I 
ſcarce expect better ſucceſs; of winch. I. have writ at large to Mr. Secretary Coventry.

St. Jago de la Vega, 23d Nov. 1679. 
Str; 


THE aſſembly meeting on the 28th of October, I, with the council, went to them; 
commanded the council's report of the 28th of May, and his majeſty's letter of the 
31ſt of May laſt, to be read again to them; preſſed them very much to conſider how 
much it imported. at this juncture, for the intereſt of the iſland, that they ſhou!d paſs theſe 
laws I brought to them under the great ſeal of England, or at leaſt part of them; defiring 
that any one or more of the aſſembly would there and then argue the reaſonableneſs of 
their objection, which none of them would undertake; and ſo I left the body of laws 
with them. They having the laſt ſeſhon paſſed a vote, that the raiſing money, and 
diſpoſing of it, was the inherent right of the afſembly (of which I had no account, 
either from. the members or their ſpeaker, .in fourteen days afterwards, they preſuming 
it to be their privilege that their proceedings ſhould be kept ſecret. from me) I then ap- 
pointed and ſwore them a clerk, which before uſed to be of their own choice; and 
this they are very uneaſy under. 


They proceeded to read over the body of laws: notwithſtanding the great care, 


Pains, and trouble I had taken with them, both apart individually as well as aſſembled 
together, they threw out and rejected all the laws, again adhering to their former reaſons, 
rather than admitting or honouring thoſe from their lordſhips for rules of obedience. 


I thereupon preſently, with the council; framed a bill of revenue indefinite, and 
ſent that to them: but that had no better ſucceſs ; and they then attended me with 
| ; the 
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the addreſs, to be preſented to his majeſty, which I herewith ſend you; as alſo the 
humble defire of juſtification of his majeſty's council thereupon, which I and they 
earneſtly defire your favour in humbly preſenting to his majeſty, being unanimouſly 
agreed to by all the council: but Col. Samuel Long (chief-juſtice of the iſland, whom 
I have found all along ſince my arrival here to be a molt pertinacious abettor and 
cheriſher of the aſſembly's ſtubbornneſs in oppoſing this new frame of government, 
having bad a hand, being their ſpeaker, in the leaving the king's name out of the re- 
venue bill) refuſes to join with the council in this their genuine act, and has ſufficiently 
polleſſed himſelf of the opinion of the allembly, by adviſing and afliſting them in the 
framing of their addreſs : thinking their reſolutions to be unalterable as his own, he is 
withdrawn to his plantation, ſome thirty miles olf from this town, where at this junc- 
ture we have moſt need of council. 


Upon ſerious and deliberate conſideration of all which, I have ſent him his quzztus, 
and appointed Col. Robert Byndlioſs chief-juſtice in his place, of whoſe fidelity to the 
king's intereſt I have many proofs, having formerly executed the place, and was now 
one of the judges of the ſupreme court, 


I have alſo ſuſpended Col. Long from being one of the council, purpoſing, by the 
advice of the council, to bring or lend hin, with fix more of the all-mbly, to attend 
the king and council in England to ſupport their own opinions, realons, and addreſs, 
wherein they are not ordinarily politive; and this 1 do from the council here unani- 
mouſly agreeing, that there is no other nor better expedient for the ſettlement of this 
government to a general conſent,

My Loxps, 


MINE of the tenth of September laſt to your lordſhips I hope you have received; 
and what I therein ſent your lordſhips, as my conjecture in proſpect, ſince the general 
aſſembly's meeting, on the 28th of October laſt, have found to be no vain prophecy. 


Upon the aſſembly's meeting on that day, I, with the council, went to the place 
where they were met, and again, in the preſence of the council and the aſſembly, 
commanded to be read your lordſhips report of the 28th of May laſt paſt made to 
his majeſty, as alſo his majeſty's commands to myſelf of the 31ſt of the ſame; and 
thereupon offered to the aſſembly the body of laws brought over under the great ſeal 
of England tor their conlent ; at the ſame time declaring to them the great expedi- 
ency it wou'd be to all the officers of the iſland, and reaſon to perſuade his majeſty 
they were another people than repreſented at home; that it would induce the king to 
gratify them in what was neceſſary; and that, otherwiſe, they could not appear but in 


great 
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great contempt, to the leſſening of the iſland's intereſt in his royal favour: and what 
] urged in general to them at their meeting, I had not been wanting to preſs to them 
apar individually before it: then ſwore them a clerk of my appointing, which they 
took not well,” alledging it was their right to choole their own clerk. I told them, no; 
for that the king did grant by patent the clerk of the paritament, fo that they were 
unealily over-ruled. The realon of my doing this was from their having an opinion 
that the votes of the houſe {houid be kept a ſecret from me, and their pailing a vote 
the former ſeſſions, that to raiſe money, and diſpoic of the fame, was a right inherent 
in the aſſembly, of which I had no notice, in ſome fourteen days after, from any of 


them or their peaker. 


I much urged the whole aſſembly freely to argue, in the preſence of the council 
and their own members, for the reaſonableneſs of the matter command-d by the king, 
that, upon their diſcourſing it openly and freely, they might be the better convinced 
of the neceſſity of their being dutiful therein: but none of them, in my preſence and 
the council's,, would undertake it; fo we left them, and the body of laws with them, 


Some days they ſpent in reading over again the body of Jaws under the great ſeal 
left with them; but rejected the many arguments I had Jabovied chem with, and 
threw all the laws out again: whereupon they appointed a committee to draw up an 
addreſs, to be preſented by me to his majeſty on their behalfs: and in that time, with 
the council, I drew a bill of revenue indefinitely, and gave it myſelf to their {peaker ; 
but that bill had no better ſucceſs, but was rejected allo. 


Upon this, on the 14th inſtant, the ſpeaker and aſſembly being ſent for to attend 
me in council, to ſhew cauſe why they did reject the bill of revenue to framed by us 
in purſuance of his majeſty's pleaſure therein, they gave me no an{wer; but, by their 
ſpeaker, defired to preſent to me their addreſs, the ſpeaker contending. to give it its due 
accent by reading it himſelf, a copy whereof is here {ent incloſed. 


This adreſs is founded greatly upon the advice of lieutenant-colonel Samuel Long, 
chief-juſtice of the iſland, and one of the king's council, who principaily contends for 
the old frame of government, of whom the aflembly is highly opiniated, and eſteem 
him the patron of their rights and privileges as Engliſhmen, who had a hand in leaving 
the king's name out of the revenue bill, being then ſpeaker, and denics not his having 
a hand in framing and adviſing {ome parts of the addreis, wich in whole is not 
truth ; for, f 


1ſt. Whereas they alledge, that the civil government commenced in my lord 
Windſor's time; it is generally known, and recorded in our council- book, fifteen 
months before, in colonel D*'Oyley's time, and will be proved by fir Thomas Lynch, 
who then himſelf had an occaſion of a trial by a jury, the foreman of which was co- 
lonel By ndloſs.

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2dly. They alledge the readineſs of governors to uſe martial law, particularly in fir 
Thomas Lynch's time; which is here contradicted, for there was only an order in 
council for the putting it in force upon condition of any actual deſcent or invaſion, 


and not otherwiſe ; neither was it on foot really all this time here, as J am credibly 
informed upon good enquiry. 


gdly. As for its being in force in my time, it was not from my affecting, but the 
council adviſing and their deſiring it; as allo the putting off the courts till February, 
in favour generally of the planters. Then, for their alledging ſo much to be done 
during the martial law, wholly at the charge of the country; that it 4s done is true, 
but the charge thereof they would clog the revenue- bill with, amounting to twelve 
hundred and twenty-eight pounds, when, communibus annis, the bill of impoſt is but 
fifteen hundred pounds; of which twelve hundred and twenty-eight pounds there is 
not yet made payment of one farthing, nor any proſpect how 1t may, ſince the revenue 
is ſo much anticipated from the want of money in the treaſury, occaſioned dy my lord 
Vaughan's letting fall the bill of revenue before his departure.

WE, his majeſty's moſt loyal and obedient ſubjects, the aſſembly of this his iſland 

Jamaica, cannot without infinite grief of mind read the report made to his majeſty 
by the right honourable the lords of the committee for.trade and plantations; wherein, 
by the relations made by their lordſhips unto his majeſty, they have repreſented us as 
a people full of animoſity, unreaſonable, irregular, violent, undutiful, and tranſgreſ- 
lng both the bounds of duty and loyalty ; the bitterneſs of which characters were we 
in the leaſt part conſcious to have deſerved, we ſhould, like Job, have ſaid, Behold, 
% we are vile: what ſhall we anſwer ? we will lay our hands upon our mouths.” 


But, leſt our filence ſhould argue our guilt, we ſhall, in all humility, endeavour 
to make appear we have always demeaned ourſelves as becometh good and obedient 
ſubjects, and thoſe who acknowledge and are truly ſenſible of the many favours re- 
ceived from his majeſty; the truth of which reſting only on matter of fact being re- 
lated, and the falſe colours which hitherto have been thrown on us being waſhed off, 


we ſhall not doubt but his majeſty will ſoon entertain a better opinion of his ſubjects 
of this iſland. 


We muſt, therefore, humbly beg that his majeſty will with paticnce be pleaſed to 
hear the account of our proceedings; which truly to manifeſt we muſt be forced to

At which time, we humbly conceive, the iſſand began really to take up the form 
of a civil government, and wholly to lay aſide that of an army, which, until that 
time, was decmed the ſupreme authority; when after, upon their feveral arrivals, by 
order from his majeſty, and according to the method of his majeſty's moſt ancient 
plantationg, they called aſſemblies, and ſettled the government of the iſland in ſuch 
good form, that, until his excellency the earl of Carliſle's firſt arrival, his majeſty 
thought not fit to alter it, though ſeveral governors in that time were changed, which 
muſt neceſſarily infer the goodneſs and reaſon of it, as well as the ſatisfaction of the 
people (ſince, from that time, they betook themſelves to ſettle plantations), eſpecially 
the merchants, by which means the eſtates here are wonderfully increaſed, as is evi- 
dent by the great number of ſhips loaden here by the induſtry of the planter ; and the 
ſatisfaction they received by thoſe wholelome laws then began, and until that time 


continued, the change of which laws we had no reaſon to expect, being done on ſuch 
mature deliberation from home, 


Baut to return to anſwer: the firſt thing their lordſhips are pleaſed to accuſe us of 

is, preſuming to queſtion his majeſty's power over the militia ; which, how much 
they are miſinformed in it, will hereunder appear: but we muſt firſt repeat the clauſe 
againſt which, we humbly conceive, we had juſt reaſons to take exceptions, which 
Clauſe is as followeth: 


© Provided always, and it is hereby further enacted and declared by the authority 
« aforeſaid, that nothing in this act contained be expounded, conſtrued, or under- 
ce ſtood, to diminiſh, alter, or abridge, the power of the governor or commander in 
« chief for the time being; but that in all things he may, upon all occaſions or exi- 
e gencies, act as-captain-general and governor in chief, according to and in purſuance 
4e of all the powers and authorities given to him by his majeſty's commiſſion; any 
« thing in this act or any other to the contrary in anywiſe notwithſtanding.”

In their lordſhips obſervations, in which they take no notice that the power given 
by that clauſe extends as well to the governor as captain- general, nor of the words 
any thing in this act or any other to the contrary notwithſtanding,” which words, 
being plain, need no references to expound them, being conſented to, there is no oc- 
caſion of making any other law, becauſe that makes all the powers and authorities given 
by his majeſty's commiſſion, and, by that commiſſion, the inſtructions which {hall be 
alter given to him, ſhall be law, though it be to the nulling of any beneficial law, made 
either here or in England, by which we are ſecured both in life and in eſtate ; the 
like of which was never done in any of his majeſty's dominions whatſoever, and is 
in effect to enact will to be law, and will be conſtrued (we fear) to bind us by the old 
rule of law, that every man may renounce his own right; and if their lordſhips had 
been pleaſed to have as well remembered the other clauſes of the a& of the militia,

for no act of England gives his majeſty the like power over the militia as ours doth; 
for, on any apprehenſion of danger, the general with his council of officers have power 
to put the law martial on foot for what time they pleaſe, and to command us in our 
own perſons, our ſervants, negroes, horſes, even all that we have, to his majeſty's 
ſervice; which having been ſo often put in practice will need the leſs proof: but how 
readily and willingly we have obeyed, and in that faith is belt juſtified by works, it 
will not be amils to inſtance ſome times, and what hath been done in thoſe times, by 
the charge and labour of his majeſty's ſubjects here, under the ſeveral governors; 
none of which have left unexperimented the ſtrength of his majeſty's commiſſion, and 
the virtue or force of that att, upon the leaſt ſeeming occaſion. 


— 
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In the government of fir Thomas Modyford, in the years 1665 and 1666, the 
whole iſland was put under law martial for many months together; in which time, by 
the. inhabitants and their blacks, Fort-Charles was made cloſe, which to that time 
wanted a whole line, and alſo the breaſt-work at Port- -Royal was built, wich a very 
ſmall charge to his majeſty. 


In the time of fir Thomas Lynch, in the year 1673, the law martial was again ſet 
on foot; Fort- James built by the contributions of the gentlemen of his majeſty's 
council and aſſembly, and ſev eral other of his majeſty's good ſubjeRs in this uo 
which amounted to a very. conſiderable ſum of money; a breaſt-ivork thrown up at 
Oid- Harbour and ſeveral other places; and guns mounted on a platform placed at 
Port-Morant. 


In lord Vaughan's time, though there was no probability of war, yet he wanted 
not the trial of his power alſo in the militia, and our obedience to it; for he coin- 
manded out a company of the inhabitants in fearch of a Spaniſh barqua longa, who 
was ſaid to have robbed a ſloop belonging to this iſland upon the coalt of Cuba: he 
likewiſe, in favour of the royal company, commanded out to fea two veſſels, with a 
company of the militia and their captain, from Port-Royal, to ſeize an interioper 
riding in one of his majeſty's harbours, and there by force ſeized her. 


In the time of fir Henry Morgan being commander in chief, we were again put 
under martial law; in vhich time Fort-Rupert, Fort-Carliſle, and a new line at Foit- 
James, were built. 


Laſtly, in his excellency the earl of Carliſle's time (the preſent governor) the law 
martial was again put in force for about three months; in which time Fort- Mo: gat 
with 1ts placform, and another line at Fort- James, and the breaſtwork reinforced very 
conſiderably in thickneſs and height, and new carriages were made for the guns, thole 
that came out of England not being fit for land ſervice; all which fortihcations are 
ſubſtantially built with ſtone and brick, at the charge and labour of the country. 

” Neither have we ever been wanting in due reſpect to his majeſty's governors ; the 


militia having always waited on them to church, in their progreilcs, aind on all public 
occaſions: 
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occaſions: and we may ſafely affirm with truth, that no militia in his majeſty's domi- 
nions undergo the like military duty as his ſubjects in Jamaica; as is evident to all 
men that ever ſet foot in Port-Royal, which cannot be diſtinguiſhed from a garriſon, 
either in time of peace or war, but by their not being paid for their ſervice. 


To anſwer their lordſhips objeQions to the bill of revenue, wherein his majeſty's 
name was left out, there are ſeveral members of this aſſembly now fitting who were 
members when that bill paſſed three times in form in the aſſembly; and, upon the b-ſt 
recollection of their memories, they are fully perſuaded and do believe the bill was 
again lent down with that amendment from the governor and council, according as it 

aſſed at the laſt : but, ſhouid it have riſen in the allembly, they are very unfortunate 
if they muſt bear the cenſure of all miſtakes that may happen in preſenting laws to be 
paſſed, when both the governor and his council have their negative voices, which, had 
either of them made ule of 1n this point, would have been readily conſented to by 
the afſembly, as they had formerly done, both under the government of fir Thomas 
Modyford and fir Thomas Lynch, before whole time it had been raiſed without men- 
tioning his majeſty's name, and that without check; and we always concluded the 

overnor's name in the enacting part to be of the ſame eifect as his majeſty's is in 
England, whom, in this particular, he ſeems rather to perſonate than repreſent : for 
which reaſons, we hope, it ought not to have been imputed to the allembly as their 
crime altogether, being conlented unto by his majeſty's governor without any debate, 
and all applied by the att whereby it was raiſed, to the very ſame public uſe his ma- 
jeſty directs; and we are certain no inſtance can be given of any money diipoled of 
to any private uſe, but was always illued by the governor's warrant, for the payment 
of his own and other his general ofhicers ſalaries in this 1lland, with ſome {mall con- 
tingent charges of the government, 


Their lordſhips alſo aſſirm, that the aſſembly offered this bill, in the ſame meaſure 
and proportion as it is now propoſed, to ſir Thomas Lynch; in which their lord hips 
are miſinformed; for his majeſty's inſtructions were, that the laws ſhould be in force 4 
for two years and no wann which their lordſhips alſo acknowledge in the prior part | + 
of the report; ſo that the ailembly needed not to have expreſſed any time, and the 


particular uics therein appointed. 


But had their lordſhips known how great ſums of money have been raiſed here, 
and how {mall a part hath been applied to his majeſty's ſervice for the defence and 
ſtrengthening the iſland, we humbly conceive their lordſhips would have been of opi- 
nion, that we have no rcalon to bar ourlelves to perpetuity, and pals the {aid act with- 
out limitation of uſes or time: nor can we be {o preſumptuous as to imagine the king 
can be hindered from making ſuch ule of his own money as he Wall think ht, and ap- 


ply it where he finds molt neceſſary. 


It is very: true the laws contain many and great errors, as their lordſhips may ſee by 
the aſſembly's journal; ſo that were the aſſembly as much petitioners to his majeſty for 


h 2 this 
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this new form asthey are to be reſtored to their old, above half the body of theſe laws, 
without amendment, would never be realonable to pals. 


As, to inſtance ſome few amongſt many: in the act for preventing damages by fire, 
a ſingle juſtice of the peace hath power of life and death; and the act of the militia em- 
powers the governor and council to levy a tax on the whole iſland; and in: the act di- 
recting the marſhal's proceedings, there is a claule that makes it felony for any perſon: to 
conceal his own goods, left in his own poſſeſſion, aftex execution levied by that law, fo 
that a man may be hanged for being poor, which, though 12aconventent, was never 
till then accounted capital; with others toe long to be repeated. 


And whereas their lordſhips are pleaſed to ſay, that there is nothing imperfeQ-or de- 
fectixe in theſe bills tranſmitted hither :- yet we humbly conceive, that no notice being 
taken in this body of laws how or in what nature we are to make uſe of the laws of Eng- 
land, either as they have reference to the preſervation of his majeſty's prerogative or 
the lubjecis rights, we ought not in reaſon to conſent to theſe bills; for, nothing ap- 
pearing to the contrary, the governor is left, ad libitum, to uſe or refuſe as few or as 
many as he pleaſes, and fuch as ſuit with his occaſions; there being no directions in 
them how to proceed according to the laws of England, either in cauſes criminal or te(- 
tamentary, and in many other caſes which concern the. quict of the ſubject, both in 
liſe and eſtate. 


We conceive alſo, that, whatſoever is ſaid to the contrary by their Jordſhips-in an- 
ſwer to the diſtance of places, this very laſt experiment is ſufficiently convincing of 
the truth of that allegation; fince it is a year fince this model came over and was de- 


bated, and before their lordſhips report came back, notwithſtanding one of the advices 
went home by an expreſs. And, 


Whereas. their lordſhips ſay, we cannot be ſubject to more accidents than his ma- 
jeſty's kingdom of Ireland; to that we object, that advice and anſwers thence may be 
had in ten or fourteen days, and that kingdom is already ſettled, our plantation but 
beginning. But further, we cannot imagine that Iriſh model of government was, in 
principuo, ever intended for Engliſhmen: beſides, their lordſhips cannot but know, 
that that model was introduced amongſt them by a law made by themſelves in Ireland, 
and ſo conſequently bound them, which, being now generally known to all thoſe who 
remove thither, they have no cauſe to repine at, that being their choice to live under 
it or ſtay from it, and was made for the preſervation of the Engliſh againſt the Iriſh fac- 
tion. As there is not- the ſame cauſe, ſo there is not the fone: 8 for impoſing tlie 
ſame on us, unleſs we did it ourſelves, who are all his majeſty's natural-born ſubjects 
of his kingdom of England; which is the reaſon the parliament give, in all their acts 
concerning the plantations, for obliging us by them to what, and with whom, and in 
what manner, we may trade, and impole a tax on us here in caſe of trade from one 


colony to another; and 1t 1s but equity then, that the ſame law ſhould have the ſame 
power of looling as binding. 
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lis majeſty giving a power, on urgent occaſions, to raiſe monies the old way, only 
ſecures the king's oflicers their fas: tries, winch elle they bad been diſlappointed of; the 
act of the mu litia which was heretofore conlented to. ever providing, that, on alarm or 
commander in chief mould have unlimited power over all perfons, eſ- 
tates, and things, neceſlary on {uch urgencics. 

As to the 7th, the aſſembly ſay, they never deſired any power but what his majeſt. gh 
governors affured them was their birth-rights, and what they ſuppoſed his maj: 1775 p 
molt gracious proclamation allowed am! allo, his majeſty was graciouſly pleat:d to 
write a letter to his governor {ir Thomas Lynch, after the double trial of one Peter 
Johnlon, a pirate, kignifyi ing his diſlike that any thing ſhould be done that {ſhould 
cauſe any doubt in his ſubjects, in not enjoying all the privileges of ſubjects of the 


kingdom of England, or to that ellect. 


But as to the obſtructing of juſtice againſt Brown, the pirate, hat they did, though 
not juſtill.. ible in the manner, was out of an allurance, that we had no law in force 
then to declat e my lord chancellor of England's power and our chancellor's here equal, 
in granting commillions in. purſuance & the ſtatute of Henry the eighth; which allo 
his majeſty and council perceiving, have, in the.new body of Jaws; ſent one to lupp! * 
that want: and if they, not meddling with the merits - of- the cauſe, eni-avouret io 
preſerve the form of juſtice, and juſtice itlelf, and, after denial of ſeveral Petitions, 


jeined with the council, were led beyond their duty (for which they were tharply re- 


primanded by the then governor) they do hope for and humbly beg his majeſty's 
pardon. ; 


And as for the act upon which he came in, it aroſe not in the aſſemblv, but wag 

ſent irom the council, to be conlented to by then, which was accordingly done. 
. | * 

And as to the impriſonment of Mr. Thomas Martyn, one of their members, for 
taking out proceſs in chancery in his own private concern againſt ſeveral other mem— 
bers and of the council, the aſſembly then fitting, and for other miſdemeanors aud 
breach of the rules of the houſe; they hope it is juſtiſiable, the king's governor hav- 
ing aſſured them, that they had the ſame power over their members which the houſe 
of commons - have, and all ſpeakers here praying, .and the governors granting, the 
ulual petitions of {peakers in England. 


Seeing the governor hath power to turn out a counſellor, and turning out incapa- 
citates him from being an aſſembly-man, no counſellor dares give his opinion againſt 
the governor, under danger of leſs penalty than loſing chat which he thinks his birth- 
right: alſo, a governor. being chancellor, ordinary, 1 admiral, joined with his mi- 
litary authority, lodges ſo great a power in him, that being united and exccuted in 
one perſon to turn it totum in gualibet parte, fo that he may invalidate any thing done 
under his own.commillion. . 


There 
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There is no doubt but, by this new way, it is in the aſſembly's power to conſent 
to and perpetuate ſuch laws as are wholly of benefit to them, and leave unpalled all 
that may be thought moſt neceſſary for his majeſty ; which advantage they not laying 
hold on, hope it will be an evidence they are careful of his majeſty's prerogative, as 
it is the duty of cvery good ſubject ſo to be. 


It is without controverſy that the old form of government, which was ordered {0 
like his majeſty's kingdom of England, muſt of conſequence be of greater encourage. 
ment to all his majeſty's ſubjects, as well as ſtrangers, to remove themſelves hither, 
Upon his majeſty's proclamation in my lord Windlor's time, and by thoſe gracious 
inſtructions given to fir Thomas Modytord, all or moſt part of the ſugar plantations 
have been ſettled ; and the major part of the ſaid planters being ſuch who arrived 
here and ſettled upon the general liking of the model firſt conſtituted, and in belief 
that they loſt not any of the privileges of his majeſty's ſubjects of the kingdom of 
England by their removal hither, and having by no att, as we believe, either pro- 
voked his majeſty or forfeited our rights, or ever defiring or attempting to leſſen or 
queſtion his majeſty's prerogative, the preſervation whereof we ever deemed the beſt 
means of preſerving our own privileges and eſtates, we ſhall preſume to hope for the 
continuance of his majeſty's favour, which is impoſſible for us ever to forget. 


And whereas their lordſhips are pleaſed to offer their advice to his majeſty, to fur- 
niſh his governor with ſuch powers as were formerly given to colonel D*Oyley and 
others, in whole time the then accounted army was not diſbanded, but ſo continued 
till lord Windſor's arrival, who brought over the king's royal donative and order to 
ſettle the civil government: we hope their lordſhips intend not that we are to be go- 
'verned by or as an army, or that the governor be empowered to levy any tax by him- 
ſelf and council; ſince his majeſty having diſcharged Eimſelf and council, by an act of 
parliament, of any ſuch power over any of his majeſty's ſubjects of his kingdom of 
England, as we undoubtedly are, it will be very hard to have any impoſition laid on us 


but by our own conſents; for their lordſhips well know, that no derived power is 
greater than the primitive. 


However, if his moſt gracious majeſty fhall not think fit to alter this model, but we 
are to be governed by the governor and council, according to their lord{hips advice, 
yet we humbly beſeech his majeſty to do us the grace to believe, that we are ſo ſenſible 
of our duty and allegiance, that our ſubmiſſion to and comportment under his majel- 
ty's authority ſhall be ſuch as that, we hope, he, in his due time, will be graciouſly 
pleaſed to reſtore unto us our ancient form of government, under which it hath hi— 
therto pleaſed God to proſper us: ending with our hearty prayers for his majeſty's 
long and happy reign over us, and moſt humbly begging his majeſty's pardon of all 
our errors and miſtakes, and a gracious interpretation of this our anſwer; proteſting, 
from the bottom of our hearts, that we are and reſolve- to die his majeſly's true, loyal, 
and obedient ſubjedts.

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The humble defire and juſtification of the members 1 his najelty council, to his 


excellency the governor in Jamaica. 


THE alterations of the frame of government in this his majeſty's iſland of Ja- 


maica unto that of his kingdom of Ireland, which his majeſty, the beſt and greateſt of - 


kings, hath graciouſly commanded us to ſubmit unto and own, we, his majeſty's truly 
loyal and datiful ſubjects, hitherto have and yet do, by a willing readineſs, and ready 
willingneſs, declare our entire obedience and hearty conformity thereunto, becauſe his 


majeſty commands, 


And although his majeſty's great perſpicuity and truly royal prudence is beſt able 
to determine what government is the fitteſt for his ſubjects in this iſland, yet, with all 
due ſubmiſſion, in all humility, we beg leave to repreſent to his majeſty the great in- 
convenience attending the preſent frame, in tranſmitting our laws home. 

The vaſt diſtance of place will of neceſſity require a great expence of time, be- 
tween the firſt framing our laws here and the tranſmitting and return of them hither 


again; ſo that, before they can be paſſed into Jaws by the aſſembly here, there will 


probably as great cauſe ariſe to alter as there were at firſt to make them. 


And, with all due ſubmiſſion, we judge it even impoſſible to adapt laws to the pre- 
ſent conſtitution, ſo as not to admit of often and great alterations: for, according to 
our experience hitherto, we have found urgent occaſions to alter and amend the laws, 
that have more immediately concerned us here, at the leaſt every two years; and we 
cannot foreſee but we ſhall lie under the ſame neceſſity ſtill : fo that if his majeſty gra- 
cioully pleaſe to take it into his princely conſideration, and either reſtore to us our 
former power and way or method of paſſing laws, or at leaſt remit that part of the 
preſent method of making laws which only concerns us here, as they may pals with- 
out tranſmitting the ſame, we hope, by our preſent ſubmiſſion and entire obedience to 
all his laws here, his majeſty will be a glorious prince and his ſubjects here an happy 


people. 


And whereas the gentlemen of the aſſembly, i in their addreſs to his majeſty read her 
in council the 1 zth of November, 1679, do declare, that as to the bill of revenue 
wherein his majeſty's name was left out, that there are {ſeveral of the meinbers of their 
allembiy now fiiting who were members when that bill palled three times in form in the 
allombly, and, upon the beſt recollection of their memones, they are tu'ty perſuaded 
and do believe the bill was again ſent down with that amendlinent from VE, gov ernor 
and council, according as it pafled at the laſt: we, the gentlemen of his majeſty' 8 
council here preſent at the paſſing of the bill, do moſt humv!y and with all ſertoutneſs 
aver and declare, that we were © far from conſenting the {aid bill {t.ould pals without 
his maze ily's name in it, that we do not remember it was ever debated or men ioned 


in council; and further, that, to the beſt of our reſpective knowledge, it was read three 
tunes 
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times, 'and paſſed the council-board, with bis majeſty's name in it: and e are the ra- 
ther induced to this our confidence, becauſe we find the original att was razed, and, 
by the then fpeaker's own hand, anterined ; and moreover,-the ſeveral amendments of 
the ſaid bill, that were made in council, were all taken notice of in the minutes in our 
councii-books, and no mention made of th:s; and the gentlemen of the allembly do 
produce nothing out of their journal to zullity the reflections upon us; tLDedore ut is 
to be prelumcd they cannot. 


And we do further humbly. and unanimoully declare, we never did at any time, 
either juinily. or, leverally, maze any complaint to the aflembly, or any of them, of 
the power given by 145 m-:jeily to his exceliency our preſent governor to lulpend any 
of his majeſty's council here; for as we have hitherto yielded all due obedience and 
ſubmiſſion to his majefty's royal will and plealure concerning us, fo we hope we ſhall 
approve ourſelves ſuch, and, as in duty bound, ever pray for his majeily's long life, 
and that he may proſperoully and triumphantly reign over us. 


This was unanimouſly agreed to in council by the reſpective members there who 
were preſent at the paſſing the bill of revenue: Colonel To s BALL, 
.colonel Joux Corr, colonel RoygrT ByNnDLoOSs, colonel Tuo Fa EE AAN, 
colonel WILLIAM Jo, colonei TuOMAS FULLER, Joun WAITE, eſquare ;

At the committee of trade and plantations, in the council-chamber al 
Whitehall, the 5th of March, 1679-80,

ALETTER from the earl of Carliſle to the committee, dated 23d of November 
laſt, is read, wherein his lordſhip acquaints the committee, that, having called the 
council and aſſembly together, he had cauſed their lordſhips report of the 28th of 
May to be publicly read; which their lordſhips think to be diſagreeable to the direc- 
tions of the report, which was only preſented to his majeſty for his information, and 
in order to furniſh the earl of Carliſle, when occaſion ſhould ſerve, with ſuch argu- 
ments as might be fit to be uſed in juſtification of his majeſty's commiſſion and inſtruc- 
tions; and their lordſhips particularly take notice, that it was neither neceſſary nor 


convenient 
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convenient for him to expoſe his inſtruttions to the aſſembly: and as to the clerk of 
the aſſembly, which his lord ſhip had appointed, the. committee does ver 7 much ap- 
rove his lordſhip” s proceedings therein, and will defirc. him to continue the ſame me- 


thod for the ſuture. 


And whereas colonel Long is repreſerted.; to hare.-a hand in leaving out the king's 
name in the late bill of revenue, and in framing and adviſing the rel of the alem- 
bly now tranſmitted tochis mayeſty,; their lordſhips will report, that the earl of Carliſle. 
may be ordered to ſend him to E ng/and, to anſwer what is laid to his charge. 


The addreſs of the aſſembly of Jamaica to his majeſty, in anſwer to a report of the 
committee approved on the 2Sth-of May Jaſt, ,bcing-read, their lordſhips- obſerve, that 
there are many falſities and miſtakes contained "Sy 


Firſt, it is alledged by the aſſembly, that the iſland took up the civil form of go- 
vernment in the time of fr Thomas Modyferd and ſir Chatles- Lyttelton; whereas it 
is certain, that colonel D- Oyley had a. commiſlion, loon after his majeſty's reſtoration, 
to govern by the civil power. 


As to their demial of having left out his majeſty's name in the revenue bill, it is evi- 
dent, by the juftification of the council, and aſſurance of the lord Vaughan, that the. 
bill paſſed the governor and council with his majeſty's name, which was afterwards left: 
cout, or eraſed, as may be ſuppoſed by the interlineation that yet appears upon the 
original bul.. 


And whereas it is ſaid, that their lordſhips are miſinformed, in affirming that the at- 
ſembly had before offered the bill of revenue in the fame meaſure and proportion as is 
now propoſed, ſince the laws were to be in force for two years, and no longer: the af- 
ſembly have quite forgotten, or pretended to be ignorant of, the pawers. ſettled by his 
mazeſty's commiſſion to fir Thomas. Lynch, whereby the laws were to be in force for two 
years, and no longer, unleſs confirmed by his majeſty within that time: ſo that the bill 
tranſmitted by ſir Thomas Lynch wanted only his. majeſty's approbation to render. it 
perpetual. 


The aſſembly further mentions the great ſums raiſed in Jamaica, which had not 
been employed to his majeſty's ſervice; but does not inſtance the miſapplication of auy 
part of the revenue by any of the governors. 


It is alſo to be obſerved: that the law: for preventing damages by fire, of which- they 
complain, was firſt made by them; as allo the act directing the marſhal's proceedings 
cannot be but very reaſonable, and for the advantage of the planters, ſince it gives 
_ the uſe of their goods after execution, and enables them the better ta pay their 

ebts. 


And whereas the aſſembly complains, that there is no law tranſmitted” to them for 
aſcertaining the laws of. England: it is thought reaſonable, that his majeſty ſhould 
h retain 
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retain within himſelf the power of appointing the laws of England to be 1 in fall fore 
in that iſland, as he ſhall find neceſſary. 


The delays and length of time, alledged by them in reference to the model pre- 


ſcribed by his majeſty, were wholly occaſioned by. the refraQorinels of _ allembiy, 
and not by the diſtance of places, or ocker reaſons. 


| What they object concerning Ireland, in reference to Jamaica, is frivolous ; ſince 
the Engliſh there have right to the ſame privileges as thoſe of Jamaica, and are bound 
up by acts of parliament in England, as well as the inhabitants of Jamaica. 

To the 7th objection it is replied, that nothing has been done to take away their 
enjoyment of all the privileges of Engliſh ſubjects, ſince they are governed by the laws 
and ſtatutes of this realm. | 


Their unwarrantable proceedings in obftrufting of juſtice againſt Brown the pirate 
is confeſſed, and his majeſty's pardon prayed by them. 


Their lordſhips think the impriſonment of Martyn, and the articles preferred again 
him, altogether unjuſtifiable, not only as he was his majeſty's collector, but as the aſ- 
ſembly ought not, by the pretenſions of privilege, to ſhelter themſelves from juſtice, 
there being no {uch uſage in Barbadoes and other Plantations. 


In the gth place, it is altogether erroneous in the aſſembly to think it is, by the pre- 
Aent model, in their own power to accept ſuch laws as are wholly of benefit to them- 
ſelves, and to reject ſuch as are moſt neceflary for his majeſty ; ſince the Fun. yet 
retains a negative voice, after the conſent of the aſſembly. 


And whereas they very much inſiſt upon his majeſty's proclamation in my lord 
Windſor's time: his majeſty has not in any inſtance withdrawn the effects of his pro- 

mile to them, nor impoſed ſeveral rules and inſtructions that were preſcribed in far 
Thomas Modyford's commiſſion and inſtructions, whereby he had power, with the 
advice of the council, to raiſe money on ſtrong liquors: and the aſſembly can as little 
believe they have not provoked his majeſty to keep a ſtrict eye upon them, after their 
ſeveral unwarrantable proceedings during the government of the lord Vaughan, and 
fince of the earl of Carliſle, by their votes and otherwiſe. 


In the laſt place, it is falſely inſinuated by the aſſembly, that the government re- 
mained under an army in colonel D*Oyley's time; ſince it appears plainly by his 
commiſſion, that it was otherwiſe provided, and that the martial law was then laid 


ahde: fo that, upon the whole matter, they have xeaſon to beg his majeſty? s pardon 
for all their errors and miſtakes. 


The juſtification of the council of Jamaica, in anſwer to the imputation of the 
aſſembly. of their leaving out the king's name in the revenue bill, is alſo read; and

WHEREAS, by our royal commiſſion bearing date the firſt of March, in the 
thirtieth year of our reign, we having thought fit to conſtitute and appoint you, Charles 
earl of Carliſle, . captain-general and governor. in chief in and over our iſland of Ja- 
maica, and the territories. depending thereon, thereby commanding and requiring you, 
or in your abſence our deputy-governor, or our council, to do and execute all things 
belonging to the ſaid command, and the truſt repoſed in you, according to the ſeveral

And our 
will and pleaſure is, that the perfons thereupon duly elected by the major part of the 
freeholders of the reſpective pariſhes and places, and ſo returned (having, before their 
ſitting, taken the oaths of allegiance and ſupremacy, which you ſhall commiſſionate fit 
perſons, under the public ſeal of that iſland, to adminiſter, and without taking which 
none ſhall be capable of fitting, though elected) ſhall be called and held the general aſ- 
ſembly of our iſland of Jamaica; and that they, or the major part of them, ſhall have 
Full power and authority, with the advice and conſent of yourſelf and of the council,

the eighth, are empowered to do and execute within the kingdom of

E it enacted by the governoz, council, and aſſembly, and it is

mander in chief, with advice of a general council of war, is to make and 
eſtabliſh, and the commanders of the ſeveral regiments to give out copies of 
the ſaid articles unto their reſpective ofhcers, that the ſame may be publicly 
read once every fix months unto the ſoldiers, whilſt they are in arms, that

not three hundred acres: And that no perſon ſhall be entitled to have any 
land, by virtue of this act, before he ſhall enter into bond to his majeſty, 


in the ſum of one hundred pounds, that he will begin his ſettlement in ſix 


months time from and after the date of his patent, and continue there and 
carry on the ſaid ſettlement for ſeven years, and ſhall make no alienation of 
the ſaid land in that time, without a licenſe firſt had and obtained from the 
governor or commander in chief of this iſland for the time being; ; who is 
hereby empowered and required to refuſe ſuch licenſe until ſuch time as the 
perſon, to whom the ſaid land is intended to be fold or diſpoſed of, ſhall 
comply with the terms required by this act of the firſt grantee or patentee ; 
and that no perſon who ſhall for the future apply for any patent, by virtue 


of this act, ſhall have fifty acres allowed him for himſelf, unleſs he oblige 
nc to reſide on his ſaid intended ſettlement.

ment in writing, bearing date the twenty-eighth day of October, one thou- 
fand feven hundred and ten, did give and bequeath to Rowland Williams, 
gentleman, captain George Goodwin, doctor Hugh Kirkpatrick, and Mr. 
William Dorrill, and their heirs, thirteen negroes and one Indian, therein 
particularly named, with their increaſe, and all his run of land in Burnt- 
Savanna, in the ſaid pariſh of Weſtmorland, excepting forty acres, part 

thereof in the ſaid will otherwiſe diſpoſed of, with all [his} cattle, being abous 

the number of one hundred head, with two riding horſes, two mares, and 
two colts; all which he declared ſhould be appropriated to the uſe and en- 
couragement of a tutor or tutors, for keeping of a free- ſchool in the ſaid pa- 
riſh of Weſtmorland, to inſtruct and educate youth; and declared it his 
will, that if his truſtees believed the yearly profits of his ſaid ſlaves labour, 
and the produce of his land and pen of cattle, were more than ſufficient for 

a reaſonable maintenance of ſuch perſon or perſons as ſhould: teach or in- 
ſtruct the children, then, the teſtator declared it his will, his ſaid truſtees: 
mould alle w, for the encouragement of a free-ſehool, what part of the ſame 
they ſhould think ſufficient, and the reſidue to be diſtributed amongſt ſuch 
poor people of the ſaid pariſh of Weſtmorland as his truſtees ſhould think 
moſt wanted relief; deelaring it his will, his wife ſhould have the profits.

George the ſecond, king of Great-Britaim France, and treland, md of 
Jamaica lord, defender of the faith, Sc. has by his letters patent, dated 
February the twenty- fourth, one thouſand ſeven hundred and thirty-eight, 
in the twelfth year of his reign, granted full power and authority to John 
Guthrie and Francis Sadler, eſquires,, to- negotiate and finally conclude-a 
treaty of peace and friendſhip with the aforclaid captain Cudjoe, the ”"*

of his captains, 5 and others his men; they mutually, Giacerel y. 
and amicably, have agreed to the following articles: Firſt, That all hoſ- 
* tilies ſhall ceaſe on both ſides for ever. Secondly; That the ſaid Captain 
Cudjoe, the reſt of his captains, adherents, and men, ſhall be for ever 
hereafter in a perfect ſtate of freedom and liberty, excepting thoſe who 
have been taken by them, or fled to them, within two years laſt paſt, if 
fuch are willing to return to their {aid maſters and owners, with full par- 
don and indemnity from their ſaid maſters or owners for what is paſt ; pro- 
vided always, that, if they are not willing to return, they ſhall remain in 
ſubjection to captain Cudjoe, and in friendſhip with us, according to the 
form and tenor of this treaty. Thirdly, That they ſhall enjoy and poſſeſs, 
for themſelves and poſterity for ever, all the lands ſituate and lying between 
Trelawny Town and the Cockpits, to the amount of fifteen hundred, acres, 
bearing north-weſt from the ſaid Trelawny Town. Fourthly;. That they 
ſhall have liberty to plant the ſaid lands with coffee, cocoa, ginger, tobacco, 
and cotton, and to breed cattle, hogs, goats, or any other ſtock, and diſ- 
poſe of the produce or increaſe of the ſaid commodities to the inhabitants 
of this iſland ; provided always, that,, when they bring the ſaid commodi- 
ties to market, they ſhall apply. firſt to the cuſtos, or any other magiſtrate 
of the reſpective pariſhes where they expoſe their goods to ſale, for a licenſe 
to vend the ſame. F: fthiy, That captain Cudjoe, and all the captain's ad- 
herents, and people now in ſubjection to him, ſhall all live together within 
the bounds of Trelawny Town, and that they have liberty to hunt where 
they ſhall think fit, except within three miles of any ſettlement, crawf, or 
pen; provided always, that in caſe the hunters of captain Cudjoe and thoſe 
of other ſettlements meet, then the hogs to be equally divided between 
both parties. Szathly, That the ſaid captain Cudjoe, and his ſucceſſors, 
do, uſe their beſt endeavours to take, kill, ſuppreſs, or Yeſtroy, either 
by themſelves, or jointly with any other number of men commanded on 
that ſervice by his excellency the governor: or commander in chief for the 
time being, all rebels whereſoever they be throughout this iſland, unleſs 
they ſubmit to the ſame terms of accommodation granted to captain Cudjoe, 
and his ſucceſſors. Seventhly, That in caſe this iſland be invaded by any 
foreign enemy, the ſaid captain Cudjoe, and his ſucceſſors herein after 
named or to be appointed, ſhall then, upon notice given, immediately 
repair to any place the governor for the time being ſhall appoint, in order 
to repel the ſaid invaders with his or their utmoſt force, and to ſubmit to . 
the orders of the commander in chief on that occafion. Eight, That if 
any white man ſhall do any manner of injury to captain Cudjoe, his ſuc- 
cellors, or any of his or their people, they ſhall apply to any commanding 
officer or magiſtrate in the neighbourhood: for juſtice ; and in caſe captain 
Cudjoe, or any of his people, ſhall do any injury to any white perſon, he 
hall ſubmit himſelf, or deliver up ſuch offenders, to juſtice. Ninthly, That. 
if any negroes ſball hereafter run away from their maſters. or owners, and: 
Gull! into captain ae s hands, 1 ſhall immediately be ſent back to the 
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N magiſtrate of the next pariſh where they are taken; and thoſe that 
bring them are to be ſatisfied for their trouble, as the legiſlature ſhall ap- 

point. Tenthly, That all negroes taken, ſince the raiſing of this party, by 
captain Cudjoe's people, ſhall immediately be returned. Elcventhiy, That 
captain Cudjoe, and his ſucceſſors, ſhall wait on his OY: or the com- 
mander in chief for the time being, every year, if thereunto required. 
"Twelſth, That captain Cudjoe, during his life, and the captains ſucceeding 
him, ſhall have full power to inflict any puniſhment they think proper for 
crimes committed by their men among themſelves, death only excepted ; 
in which caſe, if the captain thinks they deſerve death, he ſhall be obliged 
to bring them before any juſtice of the peace, who ſhall order proceedings. on 
their trial equal to thoſe of other free negroes. Thirteenth, That captain 
+Cudjoe, with his people, ſhall cut, clear, and keep open, large and con- 
venient roads from Trelawny Town to Weſtmorland and St. James's, and 
if poſſible to St. Elizabeth's. Fourteenth, That two white men, to be no- 
minated by his excellency, or the commander in chief for the time being, 
ſhall conſtantly live and reſide with captain Cudjoe and his ſuccefſors, in 
order to maintain a fiiendly correſpondence with the inhabitants of this 
"iſland. Fi ifteenth, That captain Cudjoe ſhall, during his life, be chief 
commander in Trelawny Town; after his deceaſe, the command to devolve 
on his brother captain Accompong; and, in Cafe of his deceaſe, on his 
next brother captain Johnny; and, failing him, captain Cuffee ſhall ſuc- 
ceed; who is to be ſucceeded by captain Quaco; and, after all their de- 
miſes, the governor, or commander in chief for the time being, ſhall ap- 

point, from time to time, whom he thinks fit for that command.
